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PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT 

20th  May,  1944. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

Queen’s  University. 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  for  the  year 
closing  March  31,  1944. 


Board  of  Trustees 

The  following  elections  and  appointments  were  made 
during  the  year: 

Mr.  J.  M.  Macdonnell  was  re-elected  chairman  of  the  board.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  at  their  May  meeting  re-elected  Mr.  Elmer  Davis, 
Mr.  A.  J.  Meiklejohn  and  Mrs.  G.  H.  Ross  for  a  four  year  term  and 
Dr.  Fraser  D.  Reid  for  a  three  year  term  as  the  representative  of  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science.  The  graduates  re-elected  Dr.  V.  K.  Greer 
and  Mrs.  James  A.  Richardson  to  the  board  for  three  years.  The  bene¬ 
factors  re-elected  Mr.  Jackson  Booth  for  four  years  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Camp¬ 
bell  for  three  years.  The  University  Council  re-elected  Mr.  G.  C.  Bate¬ 
man  and  Dr.  T.  H.  Farrell  as  its  representatives  on  the  board.  The 
Theological  College  re-appointed  Dr.  G.  A.  Brown  for  1943-44. 

I  wish  to  express  here,  as  I  do  later  in  the  report,  the 
great  services  that  members  of  the  board  have  given  in  secur¬ 
ing  financial  assistance  to  Queen’s  University.  The  chancellor, 
the  chairman  of  the  board,  the  chairman  of  the  endowment 
committee,  and  active  committees  in  various  cities,  have  not 
only  secured  generous  donations  from  corporations  and  in¬ 
dividuals,  but  have  made  many  friends  for  Queen’s  University 
who  can  be  counted  on  to  maintain  their  interest  in  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  their  university.  This  service  will  mean  much  for 
Queen’s  in  the  years  to  come. 

Staff  Changes 

Changes  of  major  significance  took  place  in  staff  during 
the  year.  Dean  Matheson  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  Dean  Clark 
of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  and  Dean  Etherington  of 
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the  Faculty  of  Medicine  retired  from  the  duties  of  deanship 
at  the  end  of  September.  Since  that  date  Dean  Matheson  has 
passed  away.  John  Matheson  made  a  contribution  to  the 
inner  life  of  Queen’s  University  that  will  long  be  felt  and  re¬ 
membered.  His  wisdom,  his  kindliness  and  his  understanding 
were  placed  generously  at  the  service  of  students  who  found 
in  him  a  counsellor  and  a  friend  whose  words  of  advice  they 
will  never  forget.  He  built  on  the  foundations  of  character 
and  his  work  will  endure  in  the  lives  of  a  great  multitude  of 
men  and  women  who  called  him  friend.  Dean  Clark,  who 
continues  to  give  service  to  Queen’s  in  a  teaching  capacity, 
held  high  the  reputation  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  by 
his  wise  leadership  and  his  enthusiasm  for  new  knowledge. 
That  reputation  has  never  stood  higher  than  when  he  handed 
over  the  reins  of  office.  In  the  engineering  field,  Queen’s  men 
are  doing  a  thoroughly  reputable  job  in  Canada  and  in  many 
other  lands.  Dean  Etherington  in  his  long  association  with 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine  has  maintained  a  high  standard  of 
achievement  and  a  rigorous  code  of  ethics.  His  own  distinc¬ 
tion  in  public  and  professional  service  enhanced  the  standing 
of  the  faculty  at  home  and  abroad.  He  worked  constructively 
to  the  solution  of  problems  in  clinical  teaching  in  a  way  that 
will  bear  fruit  in  the  years  to  come. 

In  the  Faculty  of  Arts  Dr.  R.  0.  Earl  was  appointed 
acting  dean,  in  the  Faculty  of  Science  Professor  D.  S.  Ellis 
was  appointed  to  the  deanship,  and  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
Dr.  G.  S.  Melvin  was  appointed  dean,  and  Dr.  John  Orr  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  faculty.  These  appointments  have  been  well 
received  in  their  respective  faculties. 

Dr.  G.  H.  Clarke  retired  from  the  headship  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  English,  but  continues  to  give  service  to  Queen’s  in 
his  appointment  as  editor  of  Queen's  Quarterly.  Dr.  Clarke 
ranks  high  among  Canadian  poets.  His  portrayal  of  nature’s 
moods  and  man’s  high  aspirations  is  given  distinction  by  its 
elevation  of  thought  and  its  dignity  of  language.  Dr.  G.  B. 
Harrison  of  King’s  College,  London  was  appointed  to  the 
headship  of  the  department  of  English.  Dr.  Harrison  has  won

a  distinguished  place  as  a  Shakespearian  scholar.  To  the 
headship  of  the  department  of  Mathematics,  vacated  by  Dean 
Matheson,  Dr.  R.  L.  Jeffery  of  Acadia  University,  a  mathema¬ 
tician  of  high  repute,  was  appointed.  The  headship  of  the 
department  of  Physics,  vacated  by  Dean  Clark,  was  filled  by 
the  promotion  of  Dr.  J.  K.  Robertson  of  that  department, 
who  was  during  the  year  elected  to  the  vice-presidency  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Canada.  In  the  department  of  Medicine  Dr. 
G.  K.  Wharton  of  London,  Ontario  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  clinical  professor  of  medicine  to  take  charge  of 
the  greater  part  of  the  ward  teaching.  His  experience  both  in 
the  Mayo  Clinic  at  Rochester  and  in  professional  practice  fits 
him  well  for  this  position. 

Dr.  S.  J.  Keyes,  who  had  given  long  and  valued  service 
in  the  department  of  Surgery  on  a  part  time  basis,  later  as 
assistant  professor  of  surgery,  died  during  the  year.  He  stood 
high  in  the  regard  of  his  colleagues. 

Colonel  A.  Macphail  retired  from  the  editorship  of  the 
Queen's  Quarterly.  His  catholic  interests  and  his  fine  sense 
of  literary  values  served  to  maintain  and  to  enhance  the 
prestige  of  the  Quarterly.  It  fills  a  valuable  place  in  Canadian 
letters. 

Mr.  James  Bews,  who  had  been  inactive  for  some  time 
because  of  ill  health,  retired  from  the  staff  at  the  end  of 
September  1943.  His  services  in  physical  education,  in  care 
of  grounds  and  buildings,  and  above  all  in  character  building, 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

Grateful  appreciation  should  be  expressed  to  the  Alumi¬ 
num  Company  of  Canada  for  their  generosity  in  loaning  the 
services  of  Mr.  E.  N.  Christison  to  the  employment  office 
at  a  time  of  great  pressure  last  spring  and  for  the  part  time 
services  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Gorham  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Asquith  in  the 
department  of  drafting,  and  to  Mr.  A.  A.  MacKay  of  Montreal 
for  his  kindness  in  arranging  that  Mr.  K.  W.  Fritsche  and 
Dr.  R.  A.  Clark  give  a  series  of  lectures  and  demonstrations 
in  geophysical  prospecting.  These  lectures  were  much  ap- 


predated.  A  special  word  of  thanks  should  also  be  recorded 
for  the  services  that  Mr.  W.  0.  Dwyer  and  Mr.  M.  N.  Hay 
gave  in  the  series  of  lectures  to  final  year  engineering  stu¬ 
dents  during  the  second  term.  They  were  very  warmly  re¬ 
ceived,  for  they  came  out  of  a  wide  experience.  Mrs.  Rita 
Allen  conducted  the  courses  in  Art  very  acceptably  in  Mr. 
Bieler’s  absence  in  January.

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Honours  and  Recognitions

Alexander’s  translation  of  Moberg’s  Ride  This  Night  as  “one 
of  the  most  significant  books  produced  during  the  war.”

Professor  F.  A.  Knox  was  re-elected 
president  of  the  Kingston  Y.M.C.A.  Dr.  S.  D.  Lash  was 
elected  chairman  of  the  Kingston  branch  of  the  Engineering 
Institute  of  Canada.  Miss  M.  L.  Macdonnell  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  Kingston  Board  of  Education  and  is  also 
vice-president  of  the  Kingston  branch,  League  of  Nations 
Society.  Dr.  G.  B.  Reed  was  made  an  officer  in  the  Order  of 
the  British  Empire  (O.B.E.)  in  the  King’s  birthday  honour 
list.  Dr.  J.  K.  Robertson  was  elected  vice-president  the  Royal 
Society  of  Canada.  He  was  also  elected  honorary  president, 
natural  science  section  of  the  Ontario  Educational  Associa¬ 
tion.  Dr.  J.  M.  Shaw  was  re-elected  president  of  the  King¬ 
ston  branch  of  the  League  of  Nations  Society  and  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  National  Executive.  Dr.  R.  G.  Sinclair  was  ad¬ 
mitted  as  a  fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada.  Dr.  R.  G. 
Trotter  gave  one  of  the  series  of  lectures  sponsored  by  the 
Fenton  Foundation,  and  was  among  the  delegates  from  eight 
Canadian  universities  who  attended  the  Canadian  Social 
Science  Research  Council  meeting.  He  also  attended  the  Mon¬ 
tebello  conference  on  Canada  and  the  making  of  peace  last 
December.  Dr.  J.  Wyllie  was  awarded  a  travelling  fellowship 
in  tropical  medicine  by  the  Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges  and  proceeded  to  the  Army  Medical  School  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.  and  to  Guatemala,  C.A. 

Convocations  and  Special  Functions 

The  spring  convocation  was  held  on  May  12th  1943,  at 
which  348  students  received  degrees  and  one  student  a  di¬ 
ploma  in  laboratory  technique.  The  honorary  degree  of  D.D. 
was  conferred  on  Col.  W.  T.  R.  Flemington  in  absentia  as  he 
was  overseas  and  on  Rev.  H.  A.  McLeod,  who  replied  on  be¬ 
half  of  all  the  honorary  degree  recipients.  The  honorary  de¬ 
gree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  Senator  Cairine  Wilson,  Hon. 
Leighton  G.  McCarthy  and  Principal  M.  W.  Wallace.  Hon. 
Leighton  McCarthy  gave  the  convocation  address. 
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At  the  autumn  convocation  on  October  16th  the  honorary 
degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  on  the  four  retiring  members 
of  staff,  Dean  A.  L.  Clark,  Dean  Matheson,  Dean  Etherington, 
Dr.  G.  H.  Clarke,  and  on  Mr.  R.  M.  Smith  of  Toronto.  They 
all  made  brief  acknowledgment.  Dr.  Dennis  Jordan  presented 
a  painting  in  honour  of  Mr.  R.  M.  Smith  on  behalf  of  the 
Queen’s  University  Art  Foundation. 

On  July  28th  a  medical  convocation  was  held  for  the 
ninety-first  session  at  which  Major-General  H.  F.  H.  Hertz- 
berg  gave  the  address. 

The  hour  of  the  Monday  lectures  in  January  and  February 
was  changed  from  five  in  the  afternoon  to  eight  in  the  evening 
and  the  general  subject  was  Looking  Ahead,  a  discussion  of 
some  Canadian  issues.  The  following  is  the  list  of  speakers 
and  their  subjects.  The  Place  of  Women  by  Dr.  Charlotte 
Whitton;  Education  by  Principal  R.  C.  Wallace;  International 
Responsibilities  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Macdonnell;  Agriculture  by  Mr. 
H.  H.  Hannam. 

Dean  Matheson  gave  the  address  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  General  Alumni  Association  in  October. 

On  Remembrance  Day  the  service  in  Grant  Hall  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  Principal  Kent  and  the  address  was  given  by  Prin¬ 
cipal  Wallace. 

The  Chancellor’s  lectures  of  the  Queen’s  Theological 
Alumni  conference  were  given  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  S.  Bonnell 
of  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  in  New  York  on  the 
subject  Spiritual  Counselling  in  Wartime.  Other  speakers  at 
this  conference  were  Dr.  A.  Vibert  Douglas,  Dr.  E.  L.  Bruce, 
Dean  R.  0.  Earl,  Rev.  George  Telford,  Principal  R.  C.  Wal¬ 
lace,  and  Rev.  F.  S.  Milliken. 

The  Alma  Mater  Society’s  lecturer  w7as  Dr.  Max  Yergan, 
executive  director  of  the  Council  on  African  Affairs. 

Rabbi  B.  Benedict  Glazer  of  Detroit  spoke  in  Convocation 
Hall  on  Alternatives  to  Chaos ,  and  Dr.  A.  P.  A.  Vorenkamp 
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of  the  University  of  Leyden  and  Smith  College  gave  an  il¬ 
lustrated  lecture  on  Rembrandt  and  Saskia. 

The  baccalaureate  service  for  all  the  graduating  students 
was  held  in  Grant  Hall  on  March  12th,  the  speaker  being 
Rt.  Rev.  J.  R.  P.  Sclater,  Moderator  of  the  United  Church.

War  Work 

The  war  goes  on,  and  with  increasing  intensity.  There 
are  inevitable  repercussions  to  the  university.  Fewer  and 
fewer  men  are  going  on  to  senior  years  in  arts,  and  those 
who  do  go  on  are  in  the  main  in  the  lower  physical  categories, 
unless  they  are  specialising  in  the  sciences.  The  total  attend¬ 
ance  is  over  three  hundred  below  our  maximum  registration, 
and  the  decrease  is  mainly  in  the  registration  of  arts  men. 
All  physically  fit  men  students  take  training  under  the  Can¬ 
adian  Officers’  Training  Corps,  the  University  Air  Training 
Corps,  or  the  University  Naval  Training  Division.  A  con¬ 
tinuous  stream  of  young  men  pass  through  our  halls  under 
the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force.  They  are  given  a  six  weeks’ 
course  in  mathematics  and  physics  under  their  own  officers 
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in  our  lecture  rooms  and  laboratories.  They  are  quartered 
in  the  gymnasium.  Last  autumn  135  men  were  admitted  who 
had  been  specially  selected  by  Army  authorities  to  take  a 
year’s  training  in  scientific  subjects.  They  have  enlisted  in 
the  Army,  and  are  in  uniform  and  under  Army  pay.  Seventy- 
two  have  senior  matriculation  standing,  and  are  taking  the 
regular  work  of  the  first  year  in  applied  science.  Sixty-three 
have  junior  matriculation  standing,  and  are  in  first  year 
arts  in  a  curriculum  made  up  mainly  of  science  subjects. 
After  five  weeks  of  additional  training  in  subjects  of  special 
military  significance  these  men  will  be  absorbed  into  tech¬ 
nical  branches  of  the  Army.  They  are  quartered  in  the  base¬ 
ment  of  Kingston  Hall  and  have  their  meals,  as  have  the 
R.C.A.F.  men,  in  the  basement  of  Grant  Hall. 

The  University  Training  Detachment,  Canadian  Red 
Cross  Corps  receives  training  which  fits  women  to  enter  any 
one  of  the  three  women’s  services.  They  are  given  basic  drill, 
and  instruction  from  officers  in  the  Navy,  Army  and  Air  Force. 
They  take  their  training  in  Grant  Hall.  An  increasing  num¬ 
ber  of  our  women  graduates  and  undergraduates  are  selecting 
the  women’s  services,  and  the  training  in  the-C.R.C.C.  is 
helpful  in  making  the  decision.  During  the  first  term  as  well 
all  the  women  students  have  taken  a  course  in  nutrition  and 
health ;  and  in  the  second  term  the  first  year  students  have 
taken  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  course  in  home 
nursing.  Every  undergraduate  woman  registers  for  voluntary 
work  in  one  or  other  of  a  variety  of  activities — Red  Cross 
work,  hospital  visiting,  Girl  Guide  leadership,  business  train¬ 
ing,  serving  in  soldiers’  canteens,  and  the  like — for  at  least 
two  hours  per  week.  The  women  of  the  university  are  doing 
a  fine  service  in  war  work. 

Research  work  in  war  problems  is  carried  on  in  ever 
increasing  amount.  As  it  is  practically  entirely  secret  work, 
no  statement  can  be  made  about  it,  other  than  that  some  of 
the  work  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value.  The  work  is 
financed  by  the  Dominion  Government,  in  the  main  through 
the  National  Research  Council.  Very  material  financial  assist¬ 
ance  comes  to  Queen’s  University  in  this  way. 
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There  is  a  sense  of  strain,  and  of  overwork.  But  that  is 
not  peculiar  to  universities.  No  one  is  living  a  normal  well 
poised  life  in  these  times.  Until  the  war  is  over,  until  victory 
is  won,  and  until  the  problems  that  must  be  met  at  the  close 
of  the  war  are  on  the  way  to  a  reasonable  solution,  we  shall 
all  work  under  a  load.  As  compared  with  the  responsibilities 
that  are  carried  by  business  men  under  the  stress  of  war, 
our  load  is  light.  It  is  our  responsibility  to  endeavour  to  see 
farther  into  the  future,  and  to  strive,  through  education  and 
training,  to  prepare  young  men  and  women — and  older  men 
and  women  too — for  the  tasks  that  lie  ahead. 

The  Examination  of  our  Educational  Structure 

The  faculties  are  giving  careful  thought,  in  specially 
selected  committees,  to  the  modifications  in  educational  pro¬ 
cedure  that  may  be  necessary  when  the  war  is  over.  Each 
faculty  has  its  own  problems,  but  there  are  underlying  con¬ 
siderations  that  are  generally  applicable.  In  almost  every 
course  there  is  emphasis  on  specialisation.  The  path  is  narrow 
and  deep.  Might  it  be  improved  if  it  is  widened,  even  at  some 
expense  to  depth  in  the  undergraduate  stage?  That  question 
needs  critical  examination.  Are  we  too  strictly  tied  to  the 
lecture  system,  even  where  small  classes  make  the  more  elas¬ 
tic  method  of  the  seminar  possible?  Are  the  subjects  which 
are  generally  grouped  as  the  humanities — including  the  fun¬ 
damental  sciences — taught  as  a  coherent  whole  to  the  end 
that  their  sense  of  unity  may  give  a  dynamic  quality  to  thought 
and  to  life?  Do  we  give  adequate  freedom  to  the  able  student 
to  go  forward  at  his  own  pace,  irrespective  of  the  rate  of 
progress  of  the  average  student?  These  are  questions  that 
are  the  concern  of  all  the  faculties,  and  cannot  be  dismissed 
lightly.  But  there  are  specific  issues.  In  arts  the  width  of 
choice  that  it  available,  and  the  consequent  incoherence  in 
the  subjects  that  may  be  selected,  raise  doubts  as  to  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  open  selectives.  These  doubts  must  be  examined.  In 
applied  science  the  social  aspects  of  engineering  need  em¬ 
phasis  in  keping  with  the  growing  integration  of  engineering 
to  social  ends.  How  can  this  best  be  achieved?  In  medicine 
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a  closer  relation  to  the  Arts  Faculty  in  the  early  years,  and 
to  internship  practice  in  the  final  year,  needs  exploration. 
Here,  too,  the  social  sciences  are  gaining  weight,  for  the 
medical  practitioner  of  the  future  will  be  concerned  as  much 
with  the  preventive  as  the  corrective.  The  prevention  of  dis¬ 
ease  is  dependent  on  the  social  wellbeing  of  the  community. 

This  is  a  time  for  very  critical  thinking,  on  the  ends  of 
education  and  on  the  procedures  which  are  in  practice  at  this 
university.  Out  of  this  thinking  good  will  come. 

Financial  Needs 

The  policy  of  Queen’s  University  has  been  to  keep  ex¬ 
penditures  strictly  within  the  available  income.  It  is  a  wise 
and  business-like  policy,  and  it  has  been  administered  with 
great  wisdom  and  foresight  by  Dr.  W.  E.  McNeill  in  his 
capacity  as  treasurer.  Of  necessity,  this  means  that  many 
important  and  sometimes  even  urgent  requests  have  to  be 
refused.  It  is,  therefore,  of  great  concern  to  Queen’s  Univer¬ 
sity  in  the  responsibilities  that  lie  ahead  that  the  position  of 
the  university  with  reference  to  endowment  should  be  materi- 
allly  improved ;  for  it  is  from  the  interest  on  endowment  that 
we  are  in  large  measure  dependent  in  future  policy.  Queen’s 
does  not  aspire  to  a  much  larger  student  body  than  the  maxi¬ 
mum  number  which  was  enrolled  prior  to  the  war.  It  craves 
rather  for  careful  selection  than  for  numbers.  The  fees  have 
reached  a  level  which  taxes  the  financial  ability  of  parents 
and  students  almost  to  the  limit.  We  cannot  expect  much  ad¬ 
ditional  revenue  from  that  direction.  The  government  grant 
is  smaller  than  it  was  before  the  depression  caused  severe 
restrictions  in  all  grants.  We  may  reasonably  hope  that  some 
assistance  may  come  within  a  few  years  from  that  quarter. 
But  we  must  depend  in  great  measure  on  the  endowment 
which  can  be  built  up,  and  of  which  the  interest  alone  may 
be  used  to  maintain  and  expand  the  work  of  the  university. 
The  rate  of  interest  has  gone  down  greatly,  and  our  endow¬ 
ment  is  worth,  from  the  standpoint  of  productivity,  almost 
a  million  dollars  less  in  capital  than  it  was  a  few  years  ago. 
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The  generosity  of  many  corporations  and  industrial 
companies,  and  the  great  liberality  of  some  individual  donors, 
have  in  the  last  few  months  increased  the  assets  of  Queen’s 
University  by  almost  a  million  dollars.  Practically  a  third  of 
this  sum  is  earmarked  for  building  needs.  With  the  money 
available  from  other  sources  there  will  be  a  large  building 
programme  to  be  set  going  when  the  war  is  over.  But  build¬ 
ings  need  equipment  and  maintenance,  and,  in  all  probability, 
larger,  staff.  This  is  only  possible  with  much  larger  endow¬ 
ment.  It  is  of  first  importance  for  the  future  of  Queen’s 
University  as  a  vital  force  in  national  education  that  con¬ 
tinuous  energy  be  devoted  to  the  building  up  of  our  endow¬ 
ment  fund.  The  feeling  of  goodwill  to  our  university  is 
widespread.  It  is  recognized  on  all  sides  that  it  is  performing 
a  very  important  function  in  higher  education.  It  is  our 
responsibility  to  transform  that  goodwill  into  active  financial 
cooperation  on  every  possible  occasion  that  can  be  found  to 
offer  itself.  Committees  of  the  trustees  in  various  cities  have 
done  great  work  during  the  past  year.  They  can  be  relied  on 
to  continue  that  good  work  in  the  coming  year,  and  for  the 
years  to  come. 

A  special  word  of  gratitude  should  be  recorded  for  the 
work  of  the  Queen’s  University  Art  Foundation.  Apart  from 
their  other  gifts  of  paintings  during  the  years,  through  their 
goodwill  a  very  generous  bequest  of  fine  paintings,  etchings 
and  engravings  has  come  to  Queen’s  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Mrs.  R.  F.  Segsworth,  and  will  be  presented  at  the  spring 
convocation.  The  Segsworth  scholarship  will  keep  the  name 
of  this  generous  donor  in  the  permanent  records  of  Queen’s 
University. 

Future  Building  Requirements 

During  the  year  much  thought  has  been  given  to  the  ad¬ 
ditional  accommodation  that  will  be  needed  at  Queen’s  Uni¬ 
versity  when  the  war  is  over.  The  Advisory  Committee  on 
Reconstruction  of  the  Dominion  Government  asked  that  tenta¬ 
tive  plans  be  submitted  in  order  that  there  be  assembled  all 
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the  works  projects  in  the  nature  of  buildings  and  construction 
which  might  be  available,  if  and  when  unemployment  were  to 
threaten.  The  building  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
has  consulted  with  those  who  are  concerned  with  the  various 
plans  and  proposals,  in  order  that  a  unified  plan  might  be 
prepared,  in  which  it  would  be  indicated  what  the  priority 
would  be  if  simultaneous  development  of  two  or  more  projects 
were  not  possible.  While  final  judgment  has  not  yet  been 
reached,  it  is  possible  at  this  stage  to  indicate  the  needs,  and 
the  approximate  costs,  without  attempting  to  determine  the 
sequence  in  which  building  operations  should  take  place.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  must  pass  final  judgment  on  the  proposals, 
and  determine  how  the  funds  are  to  be  obtained  with  which 
they  are  carried  into  effect. 

The  list  of  buildings  is  as  follows : 

1.  Students’  Union  and  Men’s  Residence. 

2.  Extension  to  Ban  Righ  Hall. 

3.  Administration  Building. 

4.  Mechanical  Engineering  Building. 

5.  Extension  of  Gordon  Hall  for  Chemistry  and  Chemical  En¬ 

gineering. 

6.  Accommodation  for  laboratories  for  Clinical  Medicine. 

7.  Additional  floor  on  south  wing  of  Nicol  Hall  for  Metallurgi¬ 

cal  Research. 

There  is  general  agreement  that  student  facilities  must 
be  provided  for  their  own  activities  in  the  form  of  a  students’ 
union;  and  that  provision  must  be  made  for  residences  for 
men.  There  is  the  feeling  as  well  that  this  should  take  first 
place  in  the  building  plans  after  the  war.  In  all  probability 
men  and  women  students  would  dine  in  the  new  union,  and 
some  of  the  common  rooms  would  be  available  for  both  men 
and  women  students.  This  is  a  large  project,  and  it  may  be 
necessary  to  build  in  stages,  but  the  main  union  facilities  are 
needed  just  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  provide  them.  Nothing 
that  can  be  done  at  Queen’s  would  mean  more  than  the  pro¬ 
viding  of  accommodation  for  residence  and  for  social  life  for 
our  men  students.  It  is  a  need  that  has  been  realized  for 
many  years. 
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The  total  cost  of  the  buildings  listed  under  the  seven 
headings  would  be  between  one  and  three  quarter  and  two 
million  dollars.  Not  more  than  five  hunndred  and  fifty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  is  as  yet  available  for  these  projects.  There  is  a 
great  job  ahead  of  us.  The  students  of  the  university  have 
already  shown  a  keen  interest  in  the  union  project,  and  have 
suggested  a  yearly  levy  of  $5.00  in  order  to  assist  in  the 
accumulation  of  the  necessary  funds.  The  administration 
building,  the  extension  to  Ban  Righ  Hall,  and  the  mechanical 
engineering  building  will  be  provided  for  as  far  as  capital 
outlay  is  concerned  by  the  time  when  building  operations  are 
again  possible.  The  really  large  project  is  the  union  and 
residence  building. 

For  the  mechanical  engineering  building,  a  sum  of 
$300,000  has  been  given  to  Queen’s  University  by  Mr.  R.  S. 
McLaughlin  of  Oshawa,  whose  public  spirited  generosity  will 
be  placed  on  enduring  record  in  the  name  McLaughlin  Hall , 
as  the  building  will  be  known  when  it  is  erected  after  the 
war.  With  this  accommodation  applied  science  will  take  a 
great  step  forward  at  Queen’s  University. 

It  is  now  possible  to  announce  as  well  that  a  distinguished 
graduate  of  Queen’s  University  is  providing  the  funds  for  an 
administration  building  to  be  built  when  the  war  is  over.  We 
are  not  permitted  for  the  present  to  do  more  than  express 
our  gratitude. 

Student  Activities 

The  system  of  election  to  the  offices  of  the  Alma  Mater 
Society  which  was  inaugurated  a  year  ago  is  working  well. 
It  ensures  that  the  president  is  elected  on  his  merits  and  in¬ 
dependent  of  factional  feeling  and  electioneering  devices  on 
the  campus.  By  this  system,  too,  the  officers  are  elected  before 
the  end  of  the  winter  term.  They  are  ready,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  session,  to  deal  with  the  problems  that  arise  in  the 
first  few  weeks.  This  has  already  made  its  effect  felt.  The 
arrangements  which  the  Engineering  Society  made  last  autumn 
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for  the  introduction  of  freshmen  to  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  were  dignified  and  in  keeping  with  the  occasion.  The 
society  is  to  be  commended  for  a  step  of  great  importance 
to  the  university. 

Student  organizations  did  good  work  during  the  year. 
All  the  faculty  societies — Levana,  Arts,  Engineering,  Aescu- 
lapian  —  were  under  capable  administration,  and  carried 
through  the  year  quietly  and  effectively.  The  Glee  Club  and 
the  Drama  Guild  were  warmly  supported  by  the  students  in 
their  public  performances,  which  reached  an  enviable  stand¬ 
ard.  The  students  also  gave  strong  support  to  the  concert 
series.  The  committee  in  charge  is  laying  plans  to  hold  the 
concerts  next  year  in  Grant  Hall,  and  already  the  Minneapolis 
Symphony  Orchestra  has  made  tentative  arrangements  to 
appear  in  the  next  series. 

Notwithstanding  the  limited  time  at  their  disposal  stu¬ 
dents  participated  very  fully  in  interfaculty  and  interclass 
sports.  There  has  been  a  very  great  increase  in  the  active 
interest  that  the  individual  student  has  taken  in  sport  during 
the  years  when  intercollegiate  athletics  has  not  been  possible. 
It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  all  lovers  of  sport  to  see  to  it 
that  when  intercollegiate  athletics  is  renewed  after  the  war, 
interclass  and  interfaculty  athletics  maintain  the  place  that 
it  has  won.  Student  life  is  harder,  for  higher  academic  stand¬ 
ards  are  required  in  order  to  continue  at  the  university.  But 
the  standard  of  health  has  also  been  definitely  higher.  This 
can  only  be  attributed  to  the  regular  exercise  which  all  stu¬ 
dents  obtain  in  military  training  and  in  sports. 

Our  students  shoulder  their  own  responsibilities,  manage 
their  own  paper,  exact  their  own  disciplinary  penalties.  They 
do  it  well.  They  go  out  from  Queen’s  with  a  real  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  principles  of  democracy,  for  they  have  played  their 
part  in  a  democratic  society.  That  in  itself  is  sound  education. 

A  special  word  of  commendation  should  be  given  for  the 
part  that  the  students  have  played  in  the  contribution  that 
they  have  made  to  the  blood  donor  service.  They  have  given 
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approximately  a  third  of  a  ton  of  blood  during  the  year  to  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross  Blood  Donor  Service ,  in  addition  to  what 
final  year  students  in  medicine  have  donated  to  the  Kingston 
General  Hospital  Blood  Bank. 

Fellowship  and  Scholarship  Awards 

Important  awards  won  by  Queen’s  University  students 
during  session  1943-44: 

Miss  Kathleen  Butcher,  B.A.  ’42,  M.A.  (Smith)  ’43,  the  winner  of 
the  Aletta  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  in  1943,  has  been  awarded  the 
Scholarship  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University  Women  for  session 
1944-45.  Miss  Butcher  has  been  at  the  University  of  Michigan  during 
session  1943-44  and  she  will  continue  with  her  work  there. 

Miss  Muriel  Uprichard,  B.A.  ’43,  who  has  been  at  Smith  College 
this  past  session,  has  been  given  half  the  Marjorie  Nicholson  Fellowship 
described  as  “the  most  distinguished  award  of  Smith  College.”  Miss 
Uprichard  has  also  qualified  for  a  fellowship  at  Radcliffe  College. 

Mr.  Joseph  Hoffman,  B.A.  ’43,  a  candidate  for  the  Master’s  degree 
this  spring,  who  has  been  working  on  a  Leonard  Resident  Fellowship 
during  1943-44,  has  been  awarded  the  Susan  Linn  Sage  Fellowship  in 
Psychology  by  Cornell  University. 

Miss  Ellen  Thibaudeau,  B.A.  ’41,  M.A.  ’42,  has  been  selected  as  the 
Aletta  Marty  Memorial  Scholar  for  1944.  Miss  Thibaudeau,  who  is  plan¬ 
ning  to  work  at  Radcliffe  College  next  session,  has  also  qualified  for  the 
Whitney  Fellowship  at  Radcliffe  College. 

Essay  Prize 

An  Essay  Prize,  given  by  the  Kingston  Branch  of  the  Engineering 
Institute  of  Canada,  was  won  by  Mr.  Alfred  Bader,  a  third  year  student 
in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  (Chemistry).  Mr.  BadeFs  subject  was 
“Less  Familiar  Metals  of  Engineering  Interest.”

Post  War  Plans 

Thought  is  being  given  to  the  plans  that  must  now  be 
laid  to  assist  in  the  work  of  rehabilitation  and  reemployment 
when  the  men  and  women  of  the  forces  are  demobilized  and 
when  work  in  the  war  factories  ceases.  Mention  has  already 
been  made  in  this  report  of  the  building  programme  which  is 
planned  at  Queen’s  University.  This  will  give  considerable 
employment  and  will  provide  the  space  and  the  facilities 
needed  for  more  effective  work  and  for  better  student  life. 
Reference  has  also  been  made  to  the  thought  which  is  being 
given  in  all  the  faculties  to  the  replanning  of  the  curriculum 
and  the  restudy  of  teaching  methods.  All  of  this  has  to  do 
with  a  reorientation  which  is  felt  to  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
new  and  exacting  conditions  which  the  end  of  the  war  will 
bring  in  its  train.  But  there  are  other  phases  of  the  situation 
which  have  an  even  wider  implication.  Employment  after  the 
war  will  depend  in  large  degree  on  the  extent  to  which  our 
natural  resources  are  available  for  utilization  with  all  the 
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skill  and  knowledge  which  research  can  bring  to  bear,  and 
on  the  extent  to  which  we  are  prepared  to  safeguard  these 
resources,  now  rapidly  deteriorating,  by  conservational  meas¬ 
ures  based  on  sound  knowledge  and  research.  Universities  do 
not  devise  policies  in  these  matters;  but  they  should  provide, 
through  research,  the  basic  facts  on  which  the  governments 
may  determine  policies.  They  are  also  responsible  for  the 
training  of  research  workers  who  may  then  be  available  to 
governments  and  private  organizations  concerned  with  the 
wise  utilization  of  our  resources. 

A  conference  was  called  together  at  Queen’s  University 
to  examine  the  situation  in  Eastern  Ontario,  and  to  determine 
what  contribution  Queen’s  University  could  make  in  research 
in  the  problems  of  rehabilitation  of  resources  in  this  area. 
This  conference  was  attended  by  experts  in  soil,  farm  econ¬ 
omics,  forestry,  minerals,  water  power,  fisheries  and  wild¬ 
life.  Valuable  information  was  obtained,  and  in  the  light  of 
that  information  it  seemed  advisable  to  establish  a  biological 
station  on  Lake  Opinicon  in  the  Rideau  Lake  system,  at  which 
the  conditions  relating  to  game  fish  life  in  the  Rideau  lakes 
and  adjoining  waters  would  be  explored,  with  a  view  to  main¬ 
taining  and  developing  the  fish  population  in  these  inland 
lakes.  From  this  station  as  well  research  would  emanate  on 
the  ecological  problems  connected  with  forest  areas  which 
have  been  logged  over,  as  has  been  the  case  in  this  whole 
region.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Major  Louis  E. 
Lamborn  to  have  the  use  of  his  summer  camp  for  boys  on 
the  west  side  of  Lake  Opinicon  for  the  summer  months.  The 
site  and  the  buildings  are  admirably  suited  for  the  purpose. 
A  research  staff  will  be  established  at  the  station  during  the 
summer  of  1944.  The  senior  courses  in  biology  of  the  summer 
school  will  be  conducted  at  the  biological  station  this  coming 
summer.  The  coordination  of  the  work  with  that  of  the  pro¬ 
vincial  departments  and  of  the  biological  research  conducted 
at  the  University  of  Toronto  is  assured  through  consultations 
at  several  smaller  conferences  that  have  taken  place  since 
the  original  meeting  was  held. 
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The  assistance  which  the  Provincial  Government  has 
given  in  a  grant  of  $250,000,  mainly  to  support  research  on 
our  natural  resources,  will  be  of  great  importance  in  biologi¬ 
cal,  geological,  metallurgical,  and  related  chemical  and  physi¬ 
cal  research.  The  projects  submitted  by  members  of  staff  are 
before  the  committee  on  scientific  research,  and  that  com¬ 
mittee  will  advise  as  to  expenditures  from  this  fund.  The 
fund  will  be  available  in  part  as  well  to  promote  clinical  re¬ 
search  in  medical  problems.  All  of  this  has  a  direct  bearing 
on  the  conditions  that  can  be  made  possible  when  the  war  is 
over.  Research,  and  the  training  of  research  workers,  are  a 
responsibility  of  the  university.  Administration  policies,  which 
are  based  in  large  measure  on  the  data  obtained  from  research, 
are  a  responsibility  of  government.  On  that  basis  universities 
and  governments  can  work  together  in  the  public  interest. 

In  order  to  meet  the  immediate  need  of  better  trained 
prospectors  to  search  for  mineral  deposits,  and  to  prepare  the 
way  for  the  training  of  returned  men  for  the  same  work,  an 
eight-weeks  prospectors’  course  was  established  at  Queen’s 
University.  Thirteen  men  registered  for  the  course.  It 
proved  to  be  a  very  valuable  training  and  was  highly  ap¬ 
preciated  by  the  men  who  took  part  in  the  work.  It  was  under 
the  general  direction  of  Professor  Hawley,  and  the  senior 
members  of  the  departments  in  applied  science  directly  con¬ 
cerned  gave  of  their  time  freely  to  make  the  course  success¬ 
ful.  It  has  been  accepted  for  returned  men  by  the  Department 
of  Labour,  and  will  be  available  for  suitable  men  as  they  re¬ 
turn  from  active  service,  as  well  as  to  civilians  who  feel  the 
need  for  this  training.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS 
The  most  important  event  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  during 
the  past  year  was  the  retirement,  in  September,  of  Dr.  John 
Matheson,  who  had  been  dean  for  twenty  years.  His  death 
on  January  24th,  came  as  a  deep  personal  loss  to  everyone. 
In  the  words  of  the  formal  resolution  of  the  faculty:  ‘‘As 
spokesman  of  Queen’s,  as  teacher,  as  guide  and  counsellor 
of  young  people,  as  administrator  and  friend,  John  Matheson 
has  done  much  for  this  university.” 

The  faculty  has  taken  formal  action  in  the  following  re¬ 
spects  : 


It  denied  supplemental  examinations  to  all  students 
passing  fewer  than  three  courses  in  April  and  decided  that 
those  subject  to  call  under  the  National  Selective  Service 
Mobilization  Regulations  should  be  reported  as  failures  if 
they  pass  fewer  than  four  out  of  five  courses  on  the  April 
and  September  examinations. 

It  carried  out  tests  of  mental  ability  on  all  first-regis¬ 
tration  students  and  on  students  on  probation. 

It  began  the  teaching  of  Russian. 

It  required  candidates  for  degrees  to  complete  success¬ 
fully  at  the  university,  two  winter  sessions  or  one  winter 
session  and  three  summer  sessions  or  five  summer  sessions. 

It  adopted  the  proposal  of  the  National  Conference  of 
Canadian  Universities  regarding  matriculation  require¬ 
ments  for  personnel  returning  from  the  armed  forces;  the 
main  consideration  to  be  intellectual  quality  and  ability  to 
proceed  with  the  course  selected. 

It  approved  teaching  and  research  at  the  new  biologi¬ 
cal  station  at  Lake  Opinicon. 

It  agreed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  the  Graduate  Record 
Examination  sponsored  by  the  Carnegie  Corporation. 

It  began  a  study  of  postwar  problems  in  education. 
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As  is  to  be  seen  in  the  registrar’s  report,  the  number  of 
previously  registered  students  continued  on  its  downward 
course.  This  was  largely  offset,  however,  by  an  increase  in 
first-year  students,  sixty-three  of  whom  were  members  of 
No.  2  Canadian  Army  University  Course.  The  number  of 
students  in  arts  must  be  expected  to  fall  appreciably  next 
autumn,  both  because  the  army  courses  are  being  discon¬ 
tinued  and  because  male  students,  subject  to  call,  who  are 
not  in  either  certain  special  courses  or  in  honours  courses 
leading  to  teaching,  will  have  to  be  sent  away  this  spring  if 
they  are  not  in  the  upper  half  of  all  the  students  in  the  same 
academic  year. 

The  whole  group  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  in  the 
Army  course  (arts  and  applied  science)  were  housed  on 
the  first  floor  of  Kingston  Hall,  which  made  it  necessary  to 
find  classroom  accommodation  in  other  buildings.  This  group, 
living  under  military  discipline  and  in  residence  should  pro¬ 
vide  evidence  as  to  the  value  of  this  way  of  life  for  scholar¬ 
ship.  It  has  shown  from  the  beginning  a  ready  integration 
into  university  life  and  its  members  will  be  welcomed  back 
when  they  return  from  the  Army. 

There  has  been  apparent  throughout  the  year,  a  serious, 
but  well-balanced  attitude  such  as  befits  a  university,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  these  times.  The  November  and  December  tests 
showed  the  best  results  for  years  and  all  other  evidence  indi¬ 
cates  that  both  teaching  and  learning  are  at  a  high  level. 
Relations  within  the  faculty  are  excellent.  These  have  been 
greatly  assisted  by  the  thoughtful  and  considerate  actions  of 
the  Arts  Society  and  the  Levana  Society,  both  in  regard  to 
the  staff  and  also  to  the  younger  students.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE  AND 

ADMINISTRATION 


The  Degree  Course 

With  only  sixteen  members  the  final  year  class  in  the 
course  in  Commerce  and  Administration  for  the  session  1943- 
44  is  one  of  the  smallest  since  the  institution  of  the  courses; 
the  third  year  class  numbers  only  twenty  so  the  situation 
will  be  substantially  the  same  next  year. 

As  it  is  not  until  he  enters  the  third  year  that  a  student 
has  to  make  a  final  choice  between  the  pass  arts  and  the 
commerce  courses  the  intentions  professed  by  students  on 
registering  in  the  first  two  years  are  not  a  reliable  guide  to 
the  numbers  which  may  be  expected  in  the  commerce  course 
a  year  or  two  years  hence,  but  the  indications  are  that  the 
registration  will  not  again  reach  the  levels  of  1940-41  until 
after  the  war.  Meanwhile  the  inclusion  by  National  Selective 
Service  of  the  commerce  course  in  the  list  of  courses  “con¬ 
tributing  to  the  prosecution  of  the  war  or  in  the  national 
interest”  affords  an  assurance  to  those  entering  the  course 
that  their  immediate  destiny  is  in  their  own  hands. 

Beginning  with  the  session  1944-45  it  will  be  possible 
for  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Commerce  to 
specialize  in  industrial  relations  by  choosing  as  final  year 
options  the  one  full  course  and  two  half  courses  offered  in 
that  field  and  by  selection  of  a  related  thesis  topic. 

Industrial  Relations  Section 

The  demands  on  the  section  for  information  on  collective 
bargaining  continued  to  increase  during  the  last  year.  In 
response  to  these  demands  two  bulletins  were  issued — Bulle¬ 
tin  No.  7,  Recent  Canadian  Collective  Bargaining  Agreements , 
and  Bulletin  No.  8,  The  Right  to  Organize.  In  addition,  the 
section  conducted  two  three-day  courses  on  collective  bar¬ 
gaining  which  were  attended  by  approximately  eighty  persons. 
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The  section  extended  its  contacts  by  offering,  for  the 
first  time,  a  one-week’s  course  for  women  engaged  in  per¬ 
sonnel  work.  Then  it  offered,  for  the  first  time,  also,  a  one- 
week’s  course  in  industrial  relations  to  persons  of  non- 
supervisory  rank  from  industry. 

It  is  clear  that  industry  is  looking  to  the  section  to  ex¬ 
tend  its  short  courses  to  far  greater  numbers  of  persons  than 
have  hitherto  participated.  Already  the  demand  for  short 
courses  for  foremen  is  becoming  insistent.  It  is,  therefore, 
to  be  expected  that  the  academic  year  1944-45  will  see  the 
section  embarked  on  a  series  of  courses  which  will  impose 
heavy  demands  on  its  resources. 

Instruction  was  given  as  usual  to  senior  students  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts,  and  also,,  for  one  term,  to  senior  students 
in  the  Science  Faculty. 

Courses  for  Chartered  Accountants 

The  table  below  reveals  the  registration  trends  in  recent 
years  in  the  five  consecutive  yearly  courses  of  the  Institute 
of  Chartered  Accountants  of  Ontario  which  are  administered 
by  Queen’s  University  to  all  chartered  accountant  students 
in  the  provinces  of  Ontario,  Alberta,  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick.

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It  will  be  noted  that  the  net  registration,  which  was  ex¬ 
pected  to  continue  the  decline  started  in  1943,  has  swung 
upward  in  1944.  A  material  factor  in  this  reversal  of  trend 
is  the  large-scale  employment  of  women  as  students-in-ac- 
counts  by  the  firms  of  chartered  accountants.  Women  students 
now  number  45 ;  in  1943  they  numbered  28 ;  in  1941  2. 
Another  factor  is  the  arrangement  with  the  Institutes  of 
Chartered  Accountants  of  Ontario  and  of  British  Columbia 
whereby  Queen’s  University,  as  an  emergency  war  measure, 
has  undertaken  to  administer  the  fourth  and  fifth  year  courses 
to  students  in  British  Columbia.  There  are  seventeen  such 
students  this  year. 

Banking  Courses 

Original  registrations  in  the  fellows’  course  for  the  calen¬ 
dar  year  1943  numbered  17,  in  the  supplementary  course  in 
international  economic  relations  2.  These  figures  compare 
with  20  and  none  respectively  for  the  year  1942.  Previously 
registered  students  entitled  to  receive  instruction  during  the 
year  1943  numbered  74,  to  give  a  gross  total  of  93  registra¬ 
tions  as  compared  with  136  for  the  previous  year.  Of  these 
93  students  21  are  on  leave  of  absence  for  service  in  the 
forces  and  one  is  a  prisoner  of  war  in  Germany. 

The  decline  in  the  number  of  candidates  and  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  papers  written  in  the  diploma  examinations  has  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  past  year.  Twenty-four  candidates  qualified 
for  the  associates’  diploma  and  7  for  the  fellows’  diploma  by 
the  examinations  held  in  June  1943  and  January  1944. 

No  improvement  can  be  expected  in  any  of  these  figures 
until  after  the  war. 

Courses  for  the  Society  of  Industrial  and  Cost  Accountants 
of  Ontario 

In  accordance  with  arrangements  completed  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  Queen’s  University  in  the  spring  of  1943  undertook 
to  give  the  correspondence  instruction  in  the  first  two  of  the 


five  subjects  prescribed  by  the  society  for  the  examinations 
leading  to  the  diploma  of  registered  industrial  accountant 
(R.I.A.)  These  subjects  are  elementary  and  intermediate 
general  accounting. 

The  first  registration  was  received  on  April  2,  1943  and 
the  total  enrolment  to  date  (March  23,  1944)  is  as  follows:

The  existence  of  these  correspondence  courses  enables 
the  university  to  offer  accounting  instruction  to  enlisted  men 
who  are  interested  in  equipping  themselves  not  as  public 
accountants  but  as  members  of  the  accounting  departments 
of  industrial  concerns.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  APPLIED  SCIENCE 

The  following  report  on  the  work  of  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science  for  the  session  1943-44  is  respectfully  sub¬ 
mitted. 

Registration 

Six  hundred  and  thirty-five  studentcs  were  registered 
in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  for  1943-44.  Details  of 
their  distribution  into  the  various  years  and  courses  are 
given  in  the  registrar’s  report. 

The  relatively  large  numbers  are  maintained  in  mechani¬ 
cal  engineering  and  for  them  the  demand  still  seems  to  con¬ 
tinue.  However  there  is  now  a  movement  towards  mining 
and  civil  engineering.  Numbers  in  the  other  courses  show 
no  marked  change.  Women  students  registered  in  this  faculty 
for  the  first  time  this  session. 

No.  2  Army  University  Course 

At  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Defence,  135 
specially  enlisted  soldiers  were  taken  into  the  university  for 
a  year’s  training  after  which  they  return  to  the  army  as 
potential  officer  material.  These  men  were  part  of  No.  2 
Army  University  Course  which  was  set  up  in  several  uni¬ 
versities  across  Canada.  Of  the  135,  72  had  satisfactory 
matriculation  standing  and  were  registered  in  the  first  year 
in  Applied  Science.  The  others  took  certain  courses  under 
the  Faculty  of  Arts. 

The  academic  work  till  Christmas  was  quite  satisfactory, 
then  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  in  quarters  created  such 
havoc  with  attendance  at  classes  that  the  progress  of  many 
was  seriously  delayed.  The  Department  of  Defence  has  de¬ 
cided  that  this  work  will  not  be  carried  on  next  year  by  the 
universities. 


Prospectors'  Course 

A  course  to  train  men  in  the  principles  and  practices  of 
prospecting  was  opened  at  Queen’s  on  February  15  last  and 
ended  on  April  18.  The  principal  subjects  in  the  syllabus 
were  geology,  mineralogy,  mining  and  prospecting.  Shorter 
courses  on  chemistry,  drawing  and  assaying  were  given. 
Thirteen  men  in  all  enrolled,  three  of  whom  are  returned 
men.  All  were  keenly  interested  in  the  work  and  most  ap¬ 
preciative  of  the.  opportunities  provided.  Acknowledgment 
is  made  to  the  senior  members  of  staff  who  gave  their  time 
and  efforts  to  further  the  work  in  this  course.  It  has  been 
very  much  worth  while. 

Geophysical  Prosp e ctin g 

Through  the  kindness  of  A.  A.  Mackay,  B.Sc.  ’10,  a 
most  instructive  set  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  geo¬ 
physical  prospecting  was  given  in  February  to  all  students 
in  mineralogy,  geology  and  mining  engineering,  and  the 
prospectors.  The  instructors  were  K.  W.  Fritsche,  B.Sc.  ’25, 
geologist  of  the  Aldermac  Copper  Corporation,  and  Dr.  R.  A. 
Clark,  their  geophysicist.  The  lectures  and  demonstrations 
were  carefully  prepared  and  most  effectively  presented.  We 
are  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Mackay  for  arranging  these 
lectures  and  to  Mr.  Fritsche  and  Dr.  Clark  for  coming  to 
Kingston  and  delivering  them. 

Special  Lectures  under  Economics  Course 

In  order  to  adapt  the  work  in  economics  in  the  fourth 
year  to  the  available  time  of  the  economics  staff,  now  de¬ 
pleted  for  the  war,  Prof.  J.  C.  Cameron  gave  a  course  of 
lectures  on  industrial  relations  during  the  autumn.  The  time 
after  Christmas  was  used  for  a  course  of  lectures  on  engin¬ 
eering  law  by  W.  O.  Dwyer,  M.A.  ’07,  B.Sc.  ’09,  of  Kingston, 
and  a  course  on  business  organization  by  M.  N.  Hay,  B.Sc.  ’23, 
of  the  Aluminum  Company.  We  are  very  grateful  to  Mr. 
Dwyer  and  Mr.  Hay  for  the  interesting  and  valuable  instruc¬ 
tion  they  gave  the  students,  and  for  their  generous  assistance 
in  carrying  on  this  work. 
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Student  Affairs 

The  close  and  frank  cooperation  in  affairs  concerning 
students  and  staff  which  has  characterized  all  our  relation¬ 
ships  with  the  Engineering  Society  has  even  been  extended 
this  year  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  B.  J.  McColl,  the  presi¬ 
dent.  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the  thought¬ 
ful  and  loyal  cooperation  of  himself  and  his  colleagues. 

The  induction  of  the  freshmen  into  the  Engineering 
Society  held  in  the  second  week  of  the  session  was  a  distinct 
advance  in  student  functions.  At  this  simple  and  dignified 
affair,  the  entering  class  was  gathered  in  Convocation  Hall, 
where  the  members  were  formally  received  into  the  Engin¬ 
eering  Society  by  the  president  and  other  officers.  Then 
briefly  the  dean  and  honorary  president  welcomed  them  to 
the  university  and  explained  what  was  expected  from  a  stu¬ 
dent  in  applied  science.  They  also  pointed  out  the  requisites 
which  a  sound  engineer  should  have  in  character  and  edu¬ 
cation. 

Later  the  freshmen  in  small  groups  with  second  year 
men  as  guides  visited  the  engineering  laboratories  and  the 
Miller  museum  where  the  various  items  of  interest  were 
pointed  out  by  final  year  men  and  by  members  of  staff.  The 
evening  ended  in  Miller  Hall  where  refreshments  were  served 
by  the  third  year. 

Academic  Matters 

Early  in  the  autumn  it  was  apparent  that  a  special  in¬ 
vestigation  should  be  made  to  devise  means  of  meeting  the 
great  numbers  of  students  expected  on  the  close  of  the  war. 
A  faculty  committee  has  been  working  on  this  and  plans  are 
being  evolved  to  meet  the  conditions  so  far  as  they  can  be 
foreseen. 

At  the  same  time  the  question  of  revising  courses  was 
raised  and  a  large  committee  is  working  on  this  very  difficult 
problem. 
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The  large  freshman  registration  for  the  past  few  years 
is  now  producing  rather  troublesome  crowding  in  the  labora¬ 
tories  for  the  third  and  fourth  year  work. 

The  general  problem  of  research  will  be  treated  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Scientific  Research,  so  it  will  be 
sufficient  to  say  that  research  is  being  carried  on  in  practi¬ 
cally  all  departments  by  members  of  staff  and  in  many,  by 
graduate  students  as  well.  Most  of  the  subjects  of  study  are 
related  to  the  war  needs. 

In  order  to  secure  better  working  conditions,  all  the  heat 
engines  of  the  mechanical  engineering  department  have  been 
moved  from  Fleming  Hall  to  the  laboratory  at  the  central 
heating  plant.  A  considerable  amount  of  new  test  equipment 
has  been  constructed  by  the  mechanical  engineering  staff.  A 
few  items  have  been  purchased. 

Acknowledgment  of  Gifts 

The  Miller  memorial  museum  has  received  through  Mr. 
C.  W.  Greenland,  B.Sc.  ’13,  a  gift  of  an  exhibit  of  McMurray 
salt  from  Industrial  Minerals  Ltd.  Mr.  Bruce  Robson,  B.A., 
has  given  a  collection  of  minerals,  old  pamphlets  and  samples 
of  brucite  and  also  of  the  first  run  products  of  the  new  mag¬ 
nesium  plant  at  Wakefield.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  A. 
A.  Mackay,  B.Sc.  HO,  and  of  Mr.  A.  V.  Corlett,  B.Sc.  ’22,  a 
fine  model  of  the  Aldermac  mine  was  given  to  the  museum. 

The  civil  engineering  department  has  received  several 
old  instruments.  An  old  surveyor’s  transit  used  in  1850  by 
David  Rose  Brown,  P.L.S.,  a  prominent  engineer  in  Eastern 
Ontario,  was  given  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Young  of  Picton. 
From  Mr.  Neil  Gillis  of  Orwell  Cove,  P.E.I.,  a  friend  of 
Professor  Macphail,  the  gift  of  a  fine  ebony  and  ivory  sex¬ 
tant  with  parallel  rules  and  dividers  was  received.  These 
instruments  were  used  at  sea  by  Captain  John  Gillis  many 
years  ago. 
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Mrs.  W.  H.  Pretty  of  Peterboro  has  given  many  en¬ 
gineering  books  from  her  late  husband’s  library.  Professor 
Legget  gave  us  some  interesting  books  and  pamphlets  deal¬ 
ing  with  hydraulic  developments. 

Faculty  Needs 

The  outstanding  need  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 
at  the  present  time  is  adequate  accommodation  for  chemistry. 
In  a  building  designed  for  about  half  the  present  number  of 
students,  the  members  of  the  chemistry  staff  are  labouring 
under  the  greatest  difficulty.  They  have  ingeniously  devised 
all  sorts  of  methods  for  stretching  the  accommodation  with 
the  increasing  classes.  During  the  past  year  nearly  500  first 
year  students  were  taken  in  the  chemistry  laboratories  by 
doubling  up  on  all  desk  space  and  providing  extra  students 
with  cartons  for  their  equipment  instead  of  lockers.  Similar 
crowding  occurs  in  the  lecture  rooms.  The  limit  has  now 
been  reached. 

In  the  upper  years  where  students  require  more  room, 
especially  when  the  research  stage  is  reached,  the  crowding 
is  very  troublesome  and  most  efficient  instruction  is  pre¬ 
vented.  There  is  a  clear  trend  toward  studies  in  which 
chemistry  plays  a  fundamental  part.  So  the  numbers  will 
continue  to  increase  quite  apart  from  the  rush  expected  on 
demobilization  of  men  from  the  forces. 

The  need  for  increased  accommodation  for  chemistry 
cannot  be  stated  too  strongly.  It  is  of  vital  importance  to 
the  whole  university. 

Though  smaller  numbers  of  students  are  involved,  over¬ 
crowding  in  laboratories  also  exists  in  chemical  engineering. 
There  students  are  working  in  improvised  laboratories  in 
the  corridors.  Advanced  work  is  seriously  handicapped  by 
such  conditions. 

The  provision  of  reasonable  technical  help  in  each  de¬ 
partment  will  do  more  to  improve  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  the  work  than  anything  else.  At  present  the  time  of  the 
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teaching  staff  is  taken  up  more  than  is  sound  practice  with 
the  improvisation  and  setting  up  of  laboratory  apparatus. 
Just  at  present  the  condition  cannot  be  helped.  Shortly  how¬ 
ever  we  may  look  for  returned  men  who  have  been  well 
trained  as  mechanics  in  the  forces.  They  could  readily  be 
trained  in  the  type  of  work  required  in  any  department,  and 
could  do  the  craftsman’s  work  of  constructing  and  setting 
up  apparatus.  Such  men  would  also  aid  materially  in  the 
conduct  of  research  work.  For  at  present  one  simply  cannot 
get  the  time  to  do  the  machine  work,  carpentry  or  other  work 
needed  for  a  problem,  even  if  he  is  skilled  enough  workman 
to  do  it,  without  sacrificing  the  direct  instructional  work  which 
is  his  first  duty. 

In  concluding  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  ready 
cooperation  and  generous  assistance  which  I  have  had  in 
dealing  with  the  many  problems  arising  in  the  administration 
of  the  faculty.  This  aid  has  come  mainly  from  my  colleagues 
on  the  staff,  but  I  have  also  leaned  heavily  upon  the  president 
and  officers  of  the  engineering  society.  To  Dr.  A.  L.  Clark, 
who  for  many  years  guided  and  built  up  this  faculty,  I  am 
especially  indebted  for  his  advice  and  help  on  many  occasions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  MEDICINE 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  for  the  session  1943-44. 

The  accelerated  course  has  been  maintained,  and  43 
students  graduated  in  July,  1943.  In  August,  a  new  second 
year  registered,  and  the  third  year  returned  to  complete  their 
course.  In  September  the  fifth  and  sixth  years  registered, 
and  a  new  first  year  reported.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years 
women  students  were  admitted  to  the  Medical  Faculty — two 
in  the  first  year  and  two  with  advanced  standing  to  the  second 
year.  So  far  as  the  work  of  the  faculty  in  concerned,  this 
change  in  policy  has  been  uneventful.  The  attendance  by  years 
may  therefore  be  reported  as  follows:

The  existing  compressed  and  concentrated  course  is  to  be 
regarded  as  unsatisfactory,  and  will  be  continued  only  so 
long  as  national  needs  require. 

Staff  Changes 

After  many  years  of  distinguished  service,  Dr.  F.  Ether- 
ington  resigned  as  dean  of  the  faculty. 

Department  of  Surgery :  This  department  has  been  most 
seriously  affected  by  staff  changes.  Dr.  L.  J.  Austin  has  been 
compelled  by  ill  health  to  relinquish  all  teaching  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  responsibilities.  Dean  Etherington’s  retiral  in¬ 
volves  also  this  department.  Dr.  Thomas  Beath,  on  temporary 
duty,  resigned  on  appointment  to  the  R.C.A.M.C.  Dr.  S.  J. 
Keyes,  a  member  of  staff  of  many  years’  standing,  died  sud¬ 
denly  in  August,  1943.  The  main  weight  of  the  department 
fell  on  Dr.  D.  W.  Boucher,  until  the  return  from  two  years’

service  overseas  of  Dr.  S.  W.  Houston.  It  was  possible  by  the 
willing  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  National  Defence 
to  obtain  material  assistance  from  Major  J.  C.  Samis,  and 
Dr.  J.  F.  Sparks,  a  former  teacher,  undertook  to  assume  part 
time  duties.  The  temporary  appointment  of  Dr.  G.  C.  Lind¬ 
say  as  clinical  assistant  was  authorized.  One  of  the  urgent 
problems  of  the  faculty  is  to  establish  forthwith  a  strong 
organization  in  this  department. 

Withdrawals:  Apart  from  those  noted  above,  the  faculty 
regrets  the  loss  of  Dr.  W.  G.  Cornett  and  Dr.  R.  I.  Wolfe  of 
the  department  of  medicine.  Dr.  Cornett  was  a  particularly 
valuable  teacher,  and  a  man  of  great  personality  and  influ¬ 
ence.  He  returned  to  practise  in  Hamilton. 

New  Appointments:  Dr.  G.  K.  Wharton  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Western  Ontario  joined  the  department  of  medicine 
as  professor  of  clinical  medicine  to  replace  Dr.  Cornett,  and 
will  very  fully  maintain  the  strength  of  that  department.  Dr. 
C.  A.  Bright  replaced  Dr.  Wolfe  in  the  same  department.  Dr. 
Puffer,  M.O.H.  of  Kingston,  has  been  appointed  lecturer  in 
preventive  medicine.  His  experience  and  ability  will  widen 
the  scope  of  instruction  in  this  department. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  with  the  lessening  of  the  present 
compelling  influences  of  war  time  demands,  the  faculty  can¬ 
not  merely  revert  to  pre-war  practices,  but  must  face  and 
resolve  major  problems  of  future  policy.  These  are  recog¬ 
nized  and  are  already  being  given  most  serious  consideration, 
particularly  by  committees  and  groups  definitely  appointed 
for  that  purpose.

‘REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  WOMEN 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  for 
1943-44. 

The  registration  of  women  at  the  beginning  of  this 
session  was  326.  For  the  first  time,  women  were  registered 
in  all  faculties,  there  being  320  in  arts,  4  in  medicine  and  2 
in  applied  science.  In  medicine,  we  shall  expect  and  hope 
for  a  steady  stream  of  carefully  selected  women.  In  engineer¬ 
ing  there  may  never  be  many.  It  would  seem  a  retrograde 
move,  however,  if  these  faculties  are  ever  again  closed  to 
women  students  who  seriously  desire  such  training.  This 
year  fourteen  students  were  enrolled  in  the  course  in  nursing 
science,  and  there  was  one  in  graduate  work. 

The  war  service  activities  included  a  compulsory  course 
in  health  and  nutrition  for  all  undergraduate  women  in  first 
term;  first  aid  and  home  nursing  courses  for  all  first  year 
women  in  second  term;  a  large  Volunteer  Red  Cross  Corps, 
under  the  excellent  direction  of  Miss  Marion  Ross,  with  in¬ 
struction  by  members  of  all  three  services;  Red  Cross  work¬ 
room,  military  hospital  visiting,  canteen  work  and  soldiers’ 
entertainment,  social  service  at  Orphans’  Home  and  visits  to 
city  welfare  organizations,  youth  leadership  classes  under  Girl 
Guide  direction,  K.C.V.I.  evening  classes  in  cooking,  sewing 
and  typing. 

In  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  annexes,  147  students  were  ac¬ 
commodated.  Another  108  were  registered  as  boarders.  Miss 
Ada  Theal  has  carried  a  heavy  burden,  with  increased  diffi¬ 
culties  in  purchasing  and  with  inadequate  domestic  staff.  I 
cannot  pay  too  high  a  tribute  to  her.  Student  waitresses  have 
again  made  the  operation  of  the  dining  hall  possible.  I  extend 
my  thanks  to  the  Ban  Righ  board  for  their  continued  help 
and  interest  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  residences. 

The  French  speaking  residence,  Macdonnell  House,  has 
for  the  third  year  been  a  valuable  asset  and  owes  its  success 
to  the  honorary  warden,  Dr.  M.  M.  Gibb.  Sincere  thanks 
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and  appreciation  are  due  her  for  the  unique  contribution 
she  is  making. 

During  the  summer  school,  17  boarders  and  135  resi¬ 
dents  were  accommodated  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  and  the  four 
annexes.  This  latter  figure  included  Miss  E.  Phillips  and 
eleven  students  in  her  course  in  school  handicrafts,  which 
was  held  at  Macdonnell  House  during  July.  This  proved  to 
be  a  congenial  and  enthusiastic  group,  having  many  interests 
in  common  with  the  Queen’s  students. 

Both  in  the  winter  and  summer  sessions,  Ban  Righ  Hall 
is  a  centre  of  varied  activity,  serving  a  wide  range  of  stu¬ 
dent  interests,  social  and  academic.  Expansion  immediately 
after  the  war  is  urgently  needed  to  provide  more  residence 
accommodation  and  more  rooms  for  student  gatherings.  Ar¬ 
rangements  have  been  made  for  a  fifth  annex,  124  University 
Avenue,  which  will  accommodate  17  students.  In  memory 
of  the  late  Dean  of  Arts,  this  is  to  be  called  Matheson  House. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  given 
me  by  the  student  executives  and  wardens,  by  the  medical 
officer  and  his  associates,  and  by  many  members  of  the  uni¬ 
versity  in  a  multitude  of  ways. 

To  the  revered  memory  of  Dean  Matheson,  I  pay  my 
tribute  of  gratitude  and  respect.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Owing  to  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  Matheson,  director  of  the 
summer  school,  I  have  been  asked  to  submit  the  report  of  the 
Summer  School  of  1943.

From  these  figures  it  is  seen  that  there  was  a  slight  in¬ 
crease  in  the  registration  from  that  reported  in  1942,  al¬ 
though  it  is  much  lower  than  in  the  past  few  years. 

Of  the  289  students  in  the  Summer  School  33  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  School  of  the  Fine  Arts  only  —  19  in  the  art 
section,  10  in  drama  and  4  in  music.  These  were  in  addition 
to  the  students  taking  these  courses  for  degree  credit.  This 
is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  students  registered  for 
the  second  session  of  the  School  of  the  Fine  Arts.  There  were 
six  students  visiting  other  classes.  The  rest  were  students 
taking  courses  for  credit. 

The  majority  of  the  students  come  from  Ontario  with 
the  second  largest  group  from  Quebec.  The  other  provinces 
of  the  Dominion  were  all  represented.  As  usual  about  ninety 
per  cent  of  them  were  teachers. 

The  Staff 

The  teaching  staff  was  composed  chiefly  of  regular  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  permanent  university  staff,  but  with  the  following 
exceptions : 

History — Dr.  W.  G.  Bassett,  Upper  Canada  College. 

Philosophy — Dr.  T.  A.  Goudge,  University  of  Toronto. 
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Political  and  Economic  Science — Prof.  Roger  L.  Ander¬ 
son,  University  of  Toronto;  Mr.  T.  R.  Mallory,  University  of 
Saskatchewan. 

Geography — Mr.  N.  D.  Runnalls,  Collingwood  collegiate 
institute. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  university  instructors  the  staff 
of  the  School  of  the  Fine  Arts  was  as  follows : 

Art — Mr.  Caven  Atkins,  instructor  in  art,  Hart  House 
and  lecturer  in  fine  arts,  University  of  Toronto. 

Drama — Mr.  C.  B.  Rittenhouse,  supervisor  of  speech 
training  and  dramatics  for  the  Montreal  Protestant  Board  of 
School  Commissioners;  Miss  Bertha  Merovitz,  director  of 
choral  speaking  and  dramatics  at  Bancroft  School,  Montreal. 

Music — Mr.  Leslie  R.  Bell,  director  of  music,  Ontario 
College  of  Education  and  University  of  Toronto  Schools. 

The  total  registration  in  the  School  of  the  Fine  Arts  was 
73 — there  were  35  in  the  art  section,  20  in  drama  and  18  in 
music.  These  figures  include  the  students  taking  work  for 
degree  credit  as  well  as  those  registered  in  the  School  of  the 
Fine  Arts  only. 

During  the  summer  the  drama  section  of  the  school  gave 
three  public  performances.  The  first  was  a  presentation  of 
3  one-act  plays  directed  by  the  students  of  the  school.  The 
second,  a  school  dramatics  programme,  directed  by  Mr.  Rit¬ 
tenhouse  and  Miss  Merovitz,  consisted  of  a  children’s  play 
and  demonstrations  by  the  verse  speaking  choirs.  The  third 
was  a  play  called  Cry  Havoc  by  Allan  R.  Kenward  produced 
for  the  first  time  in  Canada.  This  play  was  unique  in  that 
it  had  only  women  characters.  It  was  directed  by  Dr.  Angus. 

The  music  section  produced  a  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  oper¬ 
etta  Patience.  The  orchestra,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Bell, 
gave  a  concert.  The  music  room  was  open  each  evening  for 
students  who  cared  to  listen  to  gramophone  records. 
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Queen* s  Summer  School  Association 

The  students  under  the  able  direction  of  the  president, 
Mr.  Albert  Beattie  of  Ottawa,  continued  to  arrange  social, 
athletic  and  musical  activities  which  were  enjoyed  by  all. 
Special  speakers  were  invited  to  the  Sunday  evening  sing¬ 
songs. 

A  studio  hour  was  held  in  August.  This  is  a  concert 
given  annually  by  the  students  in  an  effort  to  raise  funds  for 
the  scholarships  and  prizes. 

In  memory  of  Dr.  Matheson  who  acted  as  director  of  the 
summer  school,  the  1943  Summer  School  Association  estab¬ 
lished  a  prize  for  the  summer  school  student  taking  the  highest 
mark  in  Mathematics  2. 

The  Curtis  memorial  scholarship  of  1943  was  won  by 
Miss  Beatrice  Jones  of  Toronto  and  the  MacClement  prizes 
were  awarded  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  UNIVERSITY 

EXTENSION 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  R.  M.  Winter,  director  of  the  de¬ 
partment,  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  of  the 
Department  of  University  Extension  for  the  academic  year 
ending  March  31,  1944. 


Extramural  Courses 


While  the  number  of  our  students  in  civilian  life  remains 
about  the  same,  the  number  of  those  on  active  service  has 
increased.  Although  some  of  the  latter  drop  their  courses 
after  doing  only  a  little  work,  many  finish  and  write  the  ex¬ 
aminations.  We  have  been  able  to  arrange  for  the  writing 
of  examinations  through  the  officers  commanding  the  various 
schools  and  camps.  As  a  rule  the  arrangements  are  turned 
over  to  the  education  officer  at  each  place.  We  have  found 
them  all  very  cooperative. 

Some  of  those  dropping  the  courses  state  that  they  intend 
to  finish  on  arrival  overseas.  In  fact,  we  have  had  letters 
from  students  overseas  asking  to  continue  courses  where  they 
stopped  the  work  before  leaving  Canada.  Others  find  the 
facilities  at  the  camps  are  not  conducive  to  studying  and 
drop  the  work. 

The  Canadian  Legion  Education  Services  are  carrying 
on  the  work  overseas.  Dr.  A.  E.  Chatwin  reports  that  the 
following  numbers  have  registered  in  the  following  courses:

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A  report  on  the  examinations  sent  overseas  has  not  been 
received. 
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The  Canadian  Legion  Education  Services  through  the 
International  Red  Cross  has  arranged  for  prisoners  of  war 
to  take  courses.  A  large  number  of  outlines  and  textbooks 
has  been  sent  to  Ottawa  for  deposit  with  the  Red  Cross  at 
Geneva.  No  report  has  been  received  with  regard  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  students  registered  in  Queen’s  courses. 

The  Grade  XIII  courses  that  we  offer  by  correspondence 
are  being  given  to  those  on  active  service  free  of  charge.  There 
is  an  increasing  number  registering  in  these  courses. 

During  the  summer  of  1943  there  was  a  total  of  594 
registered,  288  men  and  306  women.  In  the  winter  of  1943-44 
there  were  474  men  and  362  women  registered,  a  total  of 
836.  In  the  Summer  School  there  were  289  registered,  93 
men  and  196  women.  As  some  students  were  registered  in 
the  summer  and  the  winter  as  well  as  the  summer  school,  the 
net  registration  for  the  year  was  1246,  including  twenty-four 
students  taking  Grade  XIII  classes.  In  addition  there  were 
49  students  overseas. 

The  distribution  of  students  remains  about  the  same,  the 
largest  number  outside  Ontario  coming  from  Quebec  and  Al¬ 
berta.

These  films  are  deposited  with  us  by  the  National  Film  Board, 
as  well  as  a  sixteen  millimetre  moving  picture  machine,  with 
complete  equipment.  Two  girls  in  the  office  operate  and 
service  the  machine.  The  machine  and  films  are  loaned  to 
the  different  War  Services  groups,  Rod  and  Gun  Club, 
Horticultural  Society,  Service  Clubs,  Church  organizations, 
Y.M.C.A.,  Y.W.C.A.,  Salvation  Army,  Army  and  Air  Force 
Camps,  Red  Cross,  etc.  The  films  range  all  the  way  from 
war,  nutrition  and  child  welfare  to  educational  films. 

Firemen’s  Training  School 

In  cooperation  with  the  fire  marshal  of  Ontario  and  the 
Dominion  Association  of  fire  chiefs,  a  Firemen’s  Training 
School  was  conducted  at  the  university  on  April  29-30.  Mem¬ 
bers  of  permanent  and  volunteer  fire  brigades  from  Eastern 
Ontario  were  in  attendance.  The  proceedings  of  the  school 
were  published  in  mimeographed  form  by  this  department 
and  sent  to  all  members  of  the  school.  The  arrangements 
were  in  charge  of  Miss  Hilda  Angrove,  a  member  of  this  de¬ 
partment. 

Short  Course  on  Cooperation  and  Rural  Life 

In  cooperation  with  the  Ontario  Federation  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  a  short  course  on  cooperation  and  rural  life  was  held  at 
Queen’s  from  December  27-31,  1943.  Rev.  Wesley  Neelands 
of  Gananoque,  a  graduate  of  Queen’s,  acted  as  director  of  the 
course  and  I  acted  as  secretary-treasurer.  Eighty-seven  young 
men  and  women  from  Eastern  Ontario  attended  the  course. 
The  men  were  housed  in  the  gymnasium  and  the  women  at 
the  Women’s  Wartime  Residence.  Meals  were  served  at  the 
Co-operative  House  and  the  Women’s  Wartime  Residence. 
The  subjects  studied  were  varied  and  the  speakers  very  in¬ 
teresting  and  instructive.  I  think  the  course  was  a  success. 
It  is  hoped  to  repeat  it  again  next  year. 
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Extension  Lectures 

Early  in  the  year  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Com¬ 
mand  of  the  R.C.A.F.  asking  for  a  list  of  lectures  that  might 
be  given  to  R.C.A.F.  stations.  A  large  number  of  staff  mem¬ 
bers  agreed  to  go  to  the  camps  and  we  were  able  to  continue 
sending  lecturers  to  No.  31  S.F.T.S.  for  the  rest  of  the  year 
— practically  one  a  week — and  to  arrange  two  series  for  the 
R.A.F.  station  at  Picton.  The  education  officers  at  these  two 
centres  were  very  enthusiastic  about  the  lectures  and  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  university  in  arranging  them.  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  being  made  now  for  lectures  at  the  R.C.A.F.  sta¬ 
tion  at  Trenton.  Lectures  were  arranged  for  a  number  of 
organizations  in  Kingston  and  the  Canadian  Club  in  Port 
Hope.  This  department  looked  after  the  advertising  for  the 
public  lectures  which  were  held  on  Monday  evenings  during 
January  and  February. 

Conferences 

We  have  assisted  in  arranging  two  conferences — one  on 
the  Conservation  of  the  National  Resources  of  the  Counties  of 
Hastings,  Lennox  and  Addington,  Frontenac  and  Leeds.  Reso¬ 
lutions  were  approved  by  the  conference  and  transmitted  to 
the  appropriate  authorities.  At  the  close  of  the  conference 
the  text  of  the  papers  read  and  a  resume  of  the  discussions 
were  printed  in  booklet  form  and  distributed  to  the  person¬ 
nel  attending  the  conference. 

The  second  conference  was  the  Research  Conference  on 
Lake  Ontario  Fisheries  attended  by  representatives  from  the 
American  and  Canadian  sides  of  the  lake.  Resolutions  were 
approved  and  transmitted  to  the  appropriate  authorities. 

Other  Adult  Education  Activities 

Assistance  has  been  given  in  organizing  Citizens’  Forum 
Listening  Groups  for  Tuesday  evenings.  Study  material  has 
been  sent  to  various  groups  through  this  department  and  we 
assisted  in  arranging  a  meeting  of  all  the  groups  in  this 
district  which  was  held  at  the  Y.M.C.A.  The  general  topic  of 
the  meeting  was  Housing  in  the  Kingston  Area.  A  panel 
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discussion  in  which  some  of  the  university  professors  took 
part  followed  the  showing  of  a  film  The  City. 

We  have  continued  to  be  of  assistance  in  a  small  way  to 
other  adult  education  groups  in  the  district. 

In  closing  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  my  department  for  their  wholehearted  sup¬ 
port  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  upon  the 
work  of  the  University  Library. 

A  year  ago  the  total  number  of  books  in  the  seven  de¬ 
partmental  libraries  and  the  Douglas  Library  was  205,319 
volumes.  During  1943-44  1685  volumes  were  purchased  and 
the  additions  by  gift  and  through  exchange  were  1089  vol¬ 
umes.  213  books  were  withdrawn  from  stock  as  lost  or  dis¬ 
carded,  and  I  now  report  a  total  stock  on  March  31st,  1944, 
of  207,880  volumes. 


Issue  of  Books 

In  the  circulation  department  there  was  a  drop  of  27  in 
the  number  of  registered  borrowers,  but  an  increase  of  405  in 
the  issue  of  books  for  home  reading,  and  of  241  in  books 
brought  from  the  stacks  for  consultation.  The  total  issue  was 
28,085.  Totals  in  all  departments  were  as  follows:

38  volumes  were  loaned  to  other  libraries;  194  vol¬ 
umes  were  borrowed  from  other  libraries;  and  11  microfilms 
and  87  photostats  procured  in  place  of  borrowed  volumes. 

Bindery.  1448  volumes  were  bound  and  repaired;  555  pamphlet  covers, 
96  cases,  22  map  pockets,  8  sets  of  loose  leaf  covers  were  made; 
9  maps  were  mounted;  250  pieces  of  music  were  bound. 

New  periodical  subscriptions.  New  subscriptions  were  placed  for  19 
journals,  and  3  old  subscriptions  were  suspended. 

Gifts.  Gifts  were  handled  and  acknowledged  from  105  donors  in  addition 
to  the  books  sent  through  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  the 
Carnegie  Institute  for  International  Peace.  The  latter  material 
is  rated  as  exchange  from  U.S.A.  universities.  2  gift  subscrip¬ 
tions  are  recorded. 

Monthly  financial  statements  were  prepared  and  detailed  statements 
issued  at  the  request  of  professors.  Monthly  book  lists  were 
made  up  for  the  bulletin  boards.  Medical  Exchange:  15  par¬ 
cels  recorded.  Check  list  of  foreign  periodicals  completed  for 
the  Library  of  Congress. 

Cataloguing  Department 

Miss  Marjorie  Sherlock,  head  cataloguer,  reports: 

During  the  year  3698  volumes  were  accessioned;  2522 
titles  were  catalogued;  and  14,698  catalogue  cards  were  writ¬ 
ten;  1648  titles  were  ordered,  5853  volumes  were  labelled; 
and  1956  added  volumes  and  copies  were  catalogued. 

Departments  of  Reference  and  Documents 

Miss  Helen  Ireland  reports  “The  faculty  and  students 
recognize  more  and  more  the  service  that  the  reference  de¬ 
partment  is  prepared  to  give.  During  the  year  1480  enquiries 
were  made  and  at  least  800  of  these  entailed  considerable 
search  in  order  to  provide  satisfactory  answers.  For  ques¬ 
tions  requiring  the  consultation  of  source  material  the  docu¬ 
ment  collection  is  of  primary  importance. 

“A  number  of  bibliographies  on  historical,  genealogical 
and  educational  subjects  has  been  prepared.  Education  Offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force  have  frequently  availed 
themselves  of  our  service :  not  in  Ontario  only.  Among  the 
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important  additions  that  have  been  made  to  the  reference 
collection  I  may  name  the  1943  edition  of  the  Encyclopaedia 
Americana,  the  Britannica  Year  Book,  and  Parry’s  War  Dic¬ 
tionary .  The  Education  Index  is  used  extensively  in  the  search 
for  periodical  material. 

“473  additions  have  been  made  to  the  ever  expanding 
vertical  file.  Many  new  subject  headings  have  been  added: 
for  instance,  World  War,  1939  has  now  been  subdivided  into 
22  headings.” 

Reserved  Books 

Miss  Melva  Eagleson  has  contributed  a  great  deal  to 
the  work  among  students  in  the  reading  room.  To  her  must 
be  given  credit  for  bringing  much  information  to  the  notice 
of  borrowers.  Both  Dr.  G.  H.  Clarke  and  Dr.  J.  K.  Robertson 
have  acknowledged  recently  their  indebtedness  to  Miss  Eagle- 
son. 

The  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs  sent  us 
an  exhibition  of  their  publications,  which  was  on  display  in 
the  reading  room,  and  has  been  of  much  interest  to  many 
students. 

Gifts 

1054  volumes  were  acknowledged  during  the  year  as 
gifts  to  the  library. 

From  Dr.  A.  L.  Clark  we  have  received  many  volumes 
and  pamphlets  on  scientific  subjects;  from  the  Rev.  Harry  B. 
Clarke  a  fine  set  of  the  works  of  Benjamin  Disraeli  and  other 
volumes;  Dr.  L.  J.  Austin’s  gifts  have  been  noteworthy  and 
also  those  of  Professor  W.  E.  C.  Harrison.  One  of  our  gradu¬ 
ates,  Mr.  Edmund  G.  Berry,  gave  us  some  interesting  volumes 
of  current  fiction.  The  Society  for  Cultural  Relations  with 
Foreign  Countries,  in  Moscow,  continued  to  send  us  volumes 
and  pamphlets  of  topical  interest;  Mrs.  Allan  Turner  gave 
us  a  number  of  classics;  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution  con¬ 
tinued  its  valuable  donations. 
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Of  particular  importance  were  the  gifts  of  Mr.  D.  A. 
Nichols,  a  Queen’s  graduate,  now  at  Ottawa,  who  bestowed 
upon  us  valuable  Canadiana;  of  Mr.  Bruce  Robson,  also  a 
graduate  and  in  Ottawa  (material  relating  to  Sir  Sandford 
Fleming,  early  Canadian  documents,  and  a  valuable  oil  paint¬ 
ing  of  the  Rideau  Canal  at  its  junction  with  the  Ottawa 
River)  ;  and  of  Major-General  C.  F.  Constantine,  C.B.,  D.S.O., 
who  not  only  gave  us  almost  one  hundred  volumes  of  literature, 
but  also  many  artifacts  of  the  Indians  in  Northwest  Canada. 
From  Dr.  Lome  Pierce,  and  his  associates  of  the  Queen’s  Art 
Foundation,  have  come  at  the  year’s  end  some  magnificent 
folio  volumes;  the  Works  of  Hogarth,  Gilray  and  others; 
aquatints  by  Henry  Salt;  and  Boydell’s  Shakespeare.  Miss 
Hilda  Calvin  kindly  allowed  the  librarian  to  select  a  number 
of  volumes  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  H.  A.  Calvin. 

Our  thanks  have  been  expressed  individually  to  all  these 
donors  and  are  here  offered  collectively. 

Staff 

War  service  has  again  taken  away  a  member  of  the 
library  staff.  Miss  Burdetta  Harmon,  whose  coming  was 
chronicled  in  1943,  left  us  after  twelve  months  good  service 
to  join  the  W.R.C.N.S.  We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
obtain  the  temporary  services  of  Mrs.  H.  M.  Cranfield,  who 
joined  Miss  Ireland  in  the  department  of  reference  and  docu¬ 
ments.  Miss  Helen  Farquharson,  a  graduate  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Toronto,  and  of  the  Toronto  Library  School,  took  the 
place  of  Miss  Anella  Minnes  in  the  circulation  department 
and  has  given  most  excellent  service. 

The  staff  in  general  have  been  fully  extended  by  the  de¬ 
mands  made  up  them  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  state  that  their 
good  work  and  their  good  spirits  have  never  failed. 

The  staff  room  in  the  Douglas  Library  was  renovated 
and  refurnished  at  the  beginning  of  1944.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SCIENTIFIC 

RESEARCH 

The  committee  present  the  following  report.  On  the  re¬ 
tirement  of  Dr.  A.  L.  Clark,  Dr.  J.  A.  Gray  was  appointed 
chairman.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  committee,  Dr.  G. 
H.  Ettinger  was  elected  secretary.  At  this  meeting  also,  a 
very  warm  tribute  was  paid  to  the  work  of  Dr.  Clark,  who 
has  given  invaluable  aid  to  the  cause  of  scientific  research  at 
Queen’s  University,  particularly  in  his  capacity  as  chairman 
of  the  committee. 

In  past  reports,  reference  has  been  made  to  the  effect  of 
the  war  on  research.  More  war  research  is  being  conducted 
here  than  in  the  past,  and  our  graduates  are  playing  an  even 
more  prominent  part  than  hitherto  in  war  research  which  is 
being  carried  out  elsewhere.  This  is  particularly  true  of  men 
who  have  acted  as  summer  research  assistants. 

The  war  has  brought  home  to  people  the  importance  of 
scientific  research,  and  it  is  felt  that  we  must  now  begin  to 
plan  for  the  postwar  period.  This  is  being  done.  Besides  the 
need  for  new  equipment  and  greater  laboratory  space,  it  is 
evident  that  we  would  improve  the  quality  and  increase  the 
quantity  of  the  research  work  in  which  we  are  interested,  if 
provision  could  be  made  for  more  technical  assistance  in  de¬ 
partmental  as  well  as  research  work,  and  for  research  fellow¬ 
ships.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  due  course  funds  will  be 
available  for  these  purposes. 

It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  thank  Mrs.  James  A. 
Richardson  once  more  for  her  kindness  in  making  another 
grant  in  aid  of  research.  These  grants  are  of  great  value  to 
us,  and  are  very  much  appreciated. 

Reports  from  individual  members  of  staff  follow: — 

Dr.  E.  M.  Boyd  reports  that  the  major  part  of  the  re¬ 
search  done  in  the  department  of  pharmacology  during  the 
past  year  was  upon  war  problems  assigned  from  Ottawa. 
Additional  work  was  done  upon  choleretics  in  chronic  biliary 
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fistula  dogs,  sympathomimetic  amines  and  water  balance  in 
amphibia  and  mammals,  several  groups  of  expectorant  drugs 
and  thiouracil. 

Dr.  R.  A.  Chipman,  Mr.  J.  G.  Bayly  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Burr 
have  continued  their  important  war  researches. 

Dr.  W.  F.  Connell  reports  the  following  researches: — 
(1)  The  influence  of  thiouracil  in  thyrotoxicosis  and  its  effect 
on  the  blood  lipids  (with  Dr.  E.  M.  Boyd).  (2)  An  evaluation 
of  thiocyanate  in  hypertension.  (3)  An  evaluation  of  the 
Schemm  regime  in  the  management  of  oedema.  (4)  Studies 
in  the  relief  of  smooth  muscle  spasm  with  Demerol  and  Papa¬ 
verine.  (5)  Renal  function  studies  by  the  Mannitol  and 
P.A.H.  clearance  technique,  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Gordon 
Sinclair. 

Dr.  R.  O.  Earl  continued  selection,  crossing,  and  selfing 
of  Nigella  damascena,  in  the  university  garden  last  summer. 

Dr.  G.  H.  Ettinger,  with  Dr.  Margaret  Sawyer  and  Miss 
Alice  Bertram,  has  been  working  on  a  problem  for  the  De¬ 
partment  of  National  Defence. 

Dr.  L.  F.  Goodwin,  with  a  number  of  graduate  students, 
has  been  engaged  in  the  summer  of  1943  on  war  research 
problems  for  the  Department  of  National  Defence. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Gray,  with  the  assistance  of  H.  E.  Gove,  W.  H. 
Henry  and  D.  H.  Walker,  did  further  work  on  the  properties 
of  slow  neutrons  and  on  the  structure  of  charcoals. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Hawley  conducted  a  study  of  the  mineralogy 
and  geology  of  base  metal  sulphide  deposits  of  the  Eastern 
Townships,  Quebec. 

Dr.  R.  N.  Jones’  work  during  the  past  year  has  been 
supported  by  the  International  Cancer  Research  Foundation, 
the  American  Philosophical  Society,  and  the  National  Re¬ 
search  Council.  He  has  continued  studies  of  the  metabolism 
of  carcinogenic  hydrocarbons  by  rats  and  rabbits,  and  in¬ 
vestigated  methods  for  the  separation  of  hydrocarbon  material 
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from  the  non-saponifiable  fat-soluble  constituents  of  human 
livers,  in  an  attempt  to  demonstrate  the  existence  of  endo- 
#  genous  carcinogenic  agents.  He  has  also  commenced  theoreti¬ 
cal  studies  of  the  relation  between  the  chemical  structure  and 
the  ultraviolet  absorption  spectra  of  organic  compounds,  and 
has  continued  work  on  a  war  project  for  the  Associate  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Explosives  of  the  National  Research  Council. 

Prof.  M.  L.  Keith  reports  continued  investigation  of  the 
geology  and  mineralogy  of  brucite-bearing  limestones  in  On¬ 
tario  and  their  origin.  Studies  of  specimens  from  various 
brucite  deposits  were  supplemented  by  a  laboratory  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  conditions  of  formation  of  brucite  from  dolo¬ 
mite. 

Dr.  B.  Kropp,  during  the  past  year,  continued  the  study 
of  normal  and  abnormal  development  of  the  trophoblast. 

Dr.  G.  Krotkov  reports,  “Samples  of  apple  fruits,  col¬ 
lected  during  the  last  two  years  of  experimentation,  were  ana¬ 
lyzed  for  the  different  forms  of  their  insoluble  carbohydrates. 
This  brings  to  an  end  the  particular  aspects  of  the  physiology 
of  McIntosh  apple  fruits,  which  has  been  studied  for  the  last 
three  years.” 

Prof.  S.  D.  Lash  reports,  “Preliminary  studies  have  been 
made  of  the  proportioning  of  high  strength  concrete  mixes 
and  of  methods  of  accelerating  the  growth  of  strength  of  such 
mixes  by  mechanical  means.  High  frequency  vibration  and 
mechanical  pressure  have  been  tried  with  some  success  and 
it  is  hoped  in  future  experiments  to  combine  these  with  the 
application  of  heat.” 

Dr.  J.  A.  McRae  reports  that  the  following  subjects  have 
been  under  investigation  during  the  present  session: — (1)  Ac¬ 
tion  of  Grignard  reagents  on  diarylsuccinonitriles.  (2)  The 
interaction  of  diphenylsuccinic  anhydride  with  aromatic  hy¬ 
drocarbons  in  the  Friedel-Crafts  reaction.  (3)  The  prepara¬ 
tion  of  2-chloroveratric  acid  and  its  reaction  with  formalde¬ 
hyde.  (4)  The  preparation  of  tertiary-butylbenzyl  cyanide 
and  its  condensations  with  aromatic  aldehydes. 
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Dr.  James  Miller  and  Dr.  W.  D.  Hay  have  investigated 
the  Ghon  lesion  in  tuberculosis  in  relation  to  x-ray  diagnosis. 
Dr.  Miller  with  Dr.  N.  E.  Berry  has  also  been  investigating 
the  repair  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  urethral  tract 
after  prostatic  resection.  Reports  have  been  issued  from  his 
laboratory  on  work  on  Struma  Ovarii,  a  congenital  heart 
lesion,  Boeck’s  Sarcoid,  and  Paget’s  disease  of  bone. 

Dr.  L.  A.  Munro  has  been  engaged  in  a  research  project 
in  chemical  warfare  and  smokes  for  the  Department  of  Na¬ 
tional  Defence. 

Prof.  H.  S.  Pollock  commenced  work  in  a  special  field 
and  obtained  some  interesting  results. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Reed  has  continued  work  for  the  Department 
of  National  Defence. 

Prof.  G.  A.  Revell  has  been  engaged  on  a  war  research 
problem  throughout  the  year. 

Dr.  R.  G.  Sinclair  has  continued  investigations  into  vari¬ 
ous  aspects  of  lipid  metabolism.  A  study  of  the  metabolism  of 
cholesterol  esters  in  the  livers  of  rats,  carried  out  with  Mrs. 
R.  Chipman,  has  been  completed.  During  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  attention  was  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  a  problem 
for  the  Department  of  National  Defence. 

Dr.  E.  G.  Taylor  has  been  engaged  during  the  past  year 
in  research  on  a  war  problem  for  the  National  Research 
Council.  Since  September  he  has  been  assisted  in  this  work 
by  Mr.  M.  Lyne. 

Dr.  J.  Wyllie  reports,  “During  the  past  year  laboratory 
work  was  begun  on  the  production  of  antibiotic  substances 
from  moulds.  As  the  subject  is  unexpectedly  complicated, 
not  much  more  than  preliminary  work  has  been  accomplished. 
Several  locally  growing  moulds  have  been  tested  for  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  an  antibacterial  substance.” 

Mr.  R.  D.  Bradfield,  our  instrument  maker,  has  continued 
his  excellent  and  important  work. 
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It  is  again  our  pleasure  to  thank  the  administrative  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  University,  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  for  their  continued  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARTS  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Arts  Research  Committee  has 
been  able  to  draw  on  the  funds  provided  by  Mrs.  James  A. 
Richardson  to  promote  research  at  the  university.  Research 
projects  are  still  hampered  by  pressure  of  work  and  the  diffi¬ 
culties  of  travelling  to  libraries  and  other  institutions  out¬ 
side  Canada,  but  work  is  being  carried  on  in  several  directions, 
as  indicated  by  the  brief  accounts  given  below. 

Prof.  H.  Alexander  has  translated  two  Swedish  plays, 
to  be  published  by  the  American-Scandinavian  Foundation, 
and  Kelvin  Lindemann’s  Danish  novel  The  House  ivith  the 
Green  Tree. 

Dr.  W.  Angus  has  completed  his  account  of  actors  and 
audiences  in  the  18th  century  London  theatre,  to  be  included 
in  the  Cornell  publication  Studies  in  Honour  of  A.  M.  Drum¬ 
mond. 

Dr.  F.  LI.  Harrison  is  continuing  his  study  of  the  sym¬ 
phonies  of  Sibelius,  has  written  Baroque  Suite  for  orchestra, 
and  is  at  work  on  a  concerto  for  piano  and  orchestra. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Harrison  has  in  preparation  six  volumes  of  the 
Penguin  Shakespeare  and  two  volumes  of  Jacobean  Journals. 

Dr.  H.  Henel  has  been  engaged  in  a  study  of  the  poetry 
of  Conrad  Ferdinand  Meyer,  to  be  published  as  a  book. 

Dr.  G.  Humphrey  has  continued  his  work  as  chairman 
of  the  test  research  committee  of  the  Canadian  Psychological 
Association.  Work  has  been  completed  for  the  Army  and  the 
Navy,  and  the  committee  has  lately  been  asked  by  the  Army 
to  undertake  further  problems. 

Professor  J.  L.  McDougall  is  doing  further  work  on  rail¬ 
way  employment  statistics  and  other  cognate  problems. 

Dr.  H.  L.  Tracy  has,  with  the  help  of  a  research  assist¬ 
ant,  continued  his  study  of  the  presentation  of  Greek  drama. 
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Dr.  R.  G.  Trotter  is  preparing  for  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  International  Affairs  the  third  volume  in  its  biennial  series 
on  Canada  in  World  Affairs. 

This  is  by  no  means  a  complete  account  of  the  research 
activities  of  members  of  the  faculty.  A  number  of  other  pro¬ 
jects  are  in  hand  but  have  not  reached  the  stage  at  which 
their  authors  are  prepared  to  make  a  report  on  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 


We  were  fortunate  in  having  for  the  second  time  the 
valuable  assistance  of  Mr.  Leslie  Bell,  director  of  music  at 
the  Ontario  College  of  Education,  in  the  work  of  the  music 

division  of  the  School  of  the  Fine  Arts.  The  musical  events

of  the  summer  session  included  a  concert  by  the  summer 
symphony  orchestra,  directed  by  Mr.  Bell,  a  production  of 
Sullivan’s  Patience  with  orchestral  accompaniment,  and  an 
illustrated  talk  on  the  keyboard  music  of  J.  S.  Bach  by  Dr. 

F.  L.  Harrison. 

The  second  season  of  university  concerts  in  Convocation 
Hall  brought  a  ready  response  from  students,  staff,  and  the 
general  public,  and  the  hall  was  quickly  sold  out  for  the  series. 
The  artists  who  appeared  were:  November  4th,  The  Canadian 
Trio  (Kathleen  Parlow,  Zara  Nelsova,  Sir  Ernest  Macmillan)  ; 
December  7th,  Mary  Henderson,  soprano;  January  10th,  Rose 
Goldblatt,  pianist. 

The  Glee  Club  again  increased  its  membership,  and  en¬ 
larged  its  programme  by  giving  a  choral  concert  in  the  first 
term.  Bach’s  Christmas  Oratorio  was  sung  with  orchestral 
accompaniment  on  December  1st  in  Grant  Hall,  and  Sullivan’s 
The  Gondoliers  was  presented  on  February  7th,  8th  and  9th 
at  the  Kingston  collegiate  auditorium.  Mrs.  F.  L.  Harrison 
was  producer.  About  2,500  persons  attended  the  production, 
including  six  hundred  school  children  who  were  admitted  to 
the  dress  rehearsal  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Kingston 
Home  and  School  Council. 

The  Glee  Club  sponsored  the  showing  of  a  musical  film 
Life  of  Mozart  in  Convocation  Hall  on  March  8th. 

As  a  direct  development  of  the  informal  chamber  music 
recitals  of  the  previous  winter  session,  the  Queen’s  Orchestral 
Society  was  formally  organized,  with  a  membership  of  twenty 
players.  This  group  took  part  in  a  series  of  Sunday  evening 
musical  programmes  in  Ban  Righ  common  room,  and  assisted 
the  Glee  Club  in  their  oratorio  and  opera  performances. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  again  the  valued  assistance 
of  Miss  Martha  Jamieson.  To  her  regular  work  in  the  music 
room  she  voluntarily  added  this  year  the  designing  and  exe¬ 
cution  of  the  stage  setting  for  The  Gondoliers ,  the  beauty  and 
appropriateness  of  which  added  greatly  to  the  production.

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REPORT  ON  INTERFACULTY  AND  INTRAMURAL 

ATHLETICS 

During  the  past  academic  year  2,759  participants  took 
part  in  the  various  intramural  and  interfaculty  athletic 
events  which  was  an  increase  of  231  entries  over  the  previous 
year. 

Except  for  allowing  participants,  who  were  not  physi¬ 
cally  fit,  to  act  in  officiating  capacities  and  introducing  inter¬ 
faculty  touch  football,  the  point  system  and  athletic  events 
were  carried  out  according  to  the  rules  laid  down  in  the 
Intramural  Athletic  Manual. 

Meds  ’48  was  awarded  the  Bews  trophy  this  year,  suc¬ 
ceeding  Science  ’44.  Science  ’45  held  second  position. 

The  intramural  athletic  committee  recommended  at  its 
last  meeting  that  the  Richardson  stadium  and  the  library 
tennis  courts  be  made  available  on  Sunday  afternoons  during 
the  fall  term  for  intramural  competitions. 

The  committee  felt  that  the  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  participants  in  almost  all  events,  the  daily  confliction  of 
these  events  with  military  parades  after  afternoon  classes, 
and  the  lack  of  peacetime  facilities  in  the  gymnasium  com¬ 
bine  to  interfere  seriously  with  the  conduction  of  the  fall 
sports  programme.

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REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  FOR  WOMEN 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  the  report  on 
Physical  Education  for  Women. 

1943-44  was  a  difficult  year.  The  time  during  which  the 
gymnasium  has  been  available  was  limited,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  most  efficient  use  could  not  be  made  of  these  hours. 
First  there  is  no  space  allowed  on  the  academic  timetable  for 
compulsory  gymnasium  classes  which  meant  that  the  students 
had  to  fit  their  periods  in  as  best  they  could.  The  result  was 
that  it  required  eight  hours  per  week  to  accommodate  the  120 
first  year  students  whereas  if  the  timetable  were  cleared,  it 
should  take  only  six  hours.  Second,  the  wartime  trend  of  girls 
taking  science  courses  has  meant  that  laboratory  periods  con¬ 
flicted  with  gymnasium  hours  for  women,  leaving  very  inade¬ 
quate  time  for  voluntary  sports.  One  of  the  objects  of  this 
department  is  to  teach  the  students  skills  and  to  arouse  in¬ 
terest  in  sports  that  will  have  a  carry  over  value  in  their  lives 
after  they  leave  the  university. 

The  voluntary  sports  fell  into  three  classes. 

1.  Intramural.  In  the  fall  the  sports  participated  in  were 
tennis,  archery,  softball,  and  during  the  winter,  swimming, 
basketball,  badminton,  hockey  and  skating.  Most  of  the  girls 
on  the  campus  took  part  in  at  least  one  of  these  activities. 
This  year  the  intramural  trophy  was  won  by  the  year  ’45. 
This  award  is  made  not  only  for  the  winning  of,  but  also  for 
participation  in  games,  in  order  to  encourage  as  many  stu¬ 
dents  as  possible  to  take  part  in  athletics. 

2.  Intercollegiate.  Contact  was  maintained  with  some  of 
the  universities  by  means  of  telegraphic  contests.  These  were 
carried  out  by  teams  competing  on  their  own  campuses  and 
the  results  were  then  compared  with  those  from  other  uni¬ 
versities.  These  contests  are  only  possible  in  certain  sports. 
This  year  Queen’s  was  first  in  archery  and  placed  second  to 
McGill  University  in  the  swimming  meet. 
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3.  The  City  Basketball  League  organized  last  year  proved 
so  popular  that  it  was  operated  again  this  year  with  nine 
teams  taking  part  in  it.  Queen’s  entered  one  team  in  the 
senior  and  two  in  the  intermediate  sections.  The  senior  team 
won  seven  of  their  eight  games  but  lost  in  a  sudden  death 
playoff  to  the  K.C.V.I.  Grads.  The  Old  Golds  won  the  inter¬ 
mediate  section  and  the  freshettes  team  was  placed  second. 

The  Queen’s  detachment  of  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Corps 
operated  for  its  fourth  and  most  successful  season.  The  pro¬ 
gramme  consisted  of  basic  training,  lectures  from  represent¬ 
atives  of  the  three  armed  services,  and  military  drill.  All 
officers  were  undergraduates  with  the  exception  of  the' 
commandant.  Instruction  in  military  drill  was  given  entirely 
by  these  undergraduate  officers.  An  inspection  was  held  in 
the  armouries  with  Miss  Marie  Parkes,  national  commandant 
of  the  university  section  of  the  C.R.C.C.,  acting  as  inspecting 
officer.  Miss  Parkes  was  high  in  her  praise  of  the  work  done 
and  for  the  spirit  shown  by  the  members  of  this  detachment.

During  the  month  of  January,  numerous  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  appeared  on  the  campus  and  we  feared  the  onset  of  an 
epidemic  of  this  disease.  It  was  found  necessary  to  place  the 
students,  in  Goodwin  House,  under  quarantine  and  at  this 
time  Dick  tests  were  carried  out  on  25  students  in  this  resi¬ 
dence.  13  positive  reacters  were  found  and  active  immuniza¬ 
tion  against  scarlet  fever  was  carried  out.  The  first  year 
science  students  were  also  Dick  tested  and  all  positive  re¬ 
acters  were  immunized.  Second  year  medical  students  were 
Jested  and  treated  in  the  same  way.  Following  above  proced¬ 
ure,  no  new  cases  of  the  disease  appeared. 

All  freshmen,  on  their  admission  to  the  university  in 
September,  had  chest  x-rays  taken  and  of  the  entire  freshman 
class,  only  one  case  required  further  observation.  This  stu¬ 
dent,  appearing  for  his  check  up  in  February,  showed  evi¬ 
dence  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  was  advised  to 
withdraw  from  the  university.  He  is  now  under  treatment 
in  his  home.

RE  PORT  OF  THE  QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY  CONTINGENT 

C.O.T.C. 

Training  for  the  year  1943-44  opened  at  Connaught 
Ranges,  September  11th  to  25th,  during  which  period  the 
contingent  was  inspected  by  the  D.O.C.,  M.D.  No.  3. 

Training  on  the  university  grounds  commenced  in  Octo¬ 
ber,  1943,  and  continued  into  March,  1944.  The  instruction 
given  was  equivalent  to  the  basic  and  advanced  training  of 
the  Reserve  Army.  In  addition,  third  and  fourth  year  stu¬ 
dents  were  given  lectures  in  organization,  minor  tactics,  and 
the  engineer  and  artillery  services.  Training  films  were  also 
shown.  More  time  was  devoted  to  physical  training  than  in 
previous  years. 

Two  teams  from  the  contingent  entered  the  D.C.R.A. 
reserve  indoor  .22  calibre  rifle  competition,  taking  fourth  and 
fifth  places  in  the  March  competition  and  fifth  and  sixth  in 
the  April  competition.  This  competition  is  open  to  all  re¬ 
serve  units  and  university  contingents  of  the  C.O.T.C.  in 
Canada. 

During  the  year  the  training  staff  was  increased  by  the 
appointment  of  three  additional  instructors.  These  appoint¬ 
ments  helped  in  no  small  measure  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  contingent. 

Lt.-Col.  R.  0.  Earl,  E.D.,  was  retired  from  the  service 
in  July,  1943,  and  was  succeeded  by  Lt.-Col.  G.  S.  Melvin  as 
commanding  officer.

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REPORT  OF  NO.  4  (queen's  university)  SQUADRON 
UNIVERSITY  AIR  TRAINING  CORPS 

No.  4  (Queen's  University)  Squadron,  U.A.T.C.,  showed 
a  strength  of  197  on  the  day  of  the  annual  inspection,  18th 
March,  1944.  During  the  year  instruction  was  given  in  both 
the  first  and  second  year  of  the  U.A.T.C.  syllabus,  the  two 
together  comprising  the  complete  Initial  Training  School  syl¬ 
labus  of  the  R.C.A.F.  The  navigation  classes  were  under  the 
supervision  of  Flight  Lieutenant  G.  L.  Edgett,  and  his  staff 
included  Messrs.  E.  L.  Dauphin,  J.  D.  Lee,  and  J.  C.  Elliott. 
Flight  Lieutenant  A.  R.  Fairbairn,  the  administrative  officer, 
handled  the  classes  in  aircraft  recognition  and  administration ; 
Dean  A.  L.  Clark  taught  meteorology;  Dr.  J.  Coleman  taught 
mathematics;  other  classes  were  handled  by  Cpl.  Gillott  and 
personnel  from  No.  31  S.F.T.S.,  R.A.F.  To  all  of  these,  warm 
thanks  are  due  for  their  efficient  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Since  April  1943,  47  airmen  have  transferred  to  active 
service. 

In  his  report  of  his  inspection,  Group  Captain  A.  D. 
Bell-Irving,  MC  described  the  work  of  the  squadron  in  the 
following  terms: 

“Personnel,  excellent;  squadron  officers,  above  average 
in  efficiency  and  appearance ;  airmen,  excellent  in  general 
appearance ;  discipline,  very  good ;  very  fine  appearing  and 
intelligent  parade.” 

The  commanding  officer  owes  much  to  Flight  Lieutenant 
A.  R.  Fairbairn  for  his  patience,  efficiency  and  interest;  and 
to  the  orderly  room  and  disciplinary  personnel  for  their  un¬ 
failing  courtesy  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  NAVAL  TRAINING 

DIVISION 

The  unit  carried  on  recruiting  until  the  fourth  week  of 
« 

October,  1943.  After  recruiting  ceased,  four  divisions  were 
formed  of  twenty-five  men  each,  and  the  programme  of  train¬ 
ing  embarked  upon.  In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  good 
weather  conditions  then  prevailing  it  was  decided  to  con¬ 
centrate  on  basic  training.  This  training,  in  the  beginning 
consisted  of  squad  drill  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
an  instructor  and  probationary  sub-lieutenant  for  each  divi¬ 
sion,  from  H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui. 

One  trip  on  a  training  vessel  was  taken  during  October 
but,  desirable  as  this  practice  was,  it  had  to  be  discontinued 
when  the  training  vessel  became  unavailable. 

On  parade  days,  training  starts  with  the  ceremony  of 
divisions.  The  whole  company  falls  in  on  concrete  tennis 
courts,  which  serve  as  a  parade  deck.  At  the  conclusion  of 
lectures  and  training,  evening  quarters  are  held.  In  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  improve  the  morale  of  the  unit,  U.N.T.D.  ratings  are 
extended  invitations  to  attend  all  entertainment  given  to 
ratings  in  H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui.  In  particular  the  unit  was 
victualled  and  taken  to  the  Navy  Show.  It  should  be  remarked 
that  this  practice  had  a  beneficial  effect  and  has  done  much 
to  retain  the  enthusiasm  of  the  ratings.  A  sports  officer  was 
selected  from  among  the  probationary  sub-lieutenants  of 
H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui  and  gymnasium  facilities  provided  for 
U.N.T.D.  ratings.  Organized  games  of  basketball  and  deck 
hockey  were  arranged  and  at  one  time  a  challenge  game  of 
ice  hockey  was  played  against  the  U.A.T.C.  The  unit  also 
participated  in  a  combined  service  dance  held  in  the  Kingston 
armouries. 

After  the  Christmas  holidays  it  was  decided  to  dispense 
with  the  divisional  officers  from  H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui  and  to 
select  platoon  petty  officers  and  platoon  commanders  from  the 
unit.  The  ratings  assuming  these  positions  are  changed  daily, 
thus  each  rating  is  given  an  opportunity  to  take  command  of 
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a  division.  This  scheme  proved  so  successful  that  it  was  pos¬ 
sible  to  hold  an  inspection  and  a  march  past  for  Commander 
Baker  on  his  visit  here,  with  ratings  acting  as  divisional 

officers. 

The  unit  works  in  close  cooperation  with  H.M.C.S.  Catar- 
aqui.  A  leading  seaman  acts  as  regulating  petty  officer  and 
is  on  duty  every  day  in  the  U.N.T.D.  ship’s  office.  This  has 
proven  extremely  valuable  as  he  is  able  to  meet  the  U.N.T.D. 
ratings  off  parade  and  explain  naval  procedure  to  them  in  an 
informal  manner. 

The  morale  of  the  unit  was  high  until  the  visit  of  the 
Technical  Officers’  Selection  Board  which  left  the  impression 
that  naval  training  covered  in  U.N.T.D.  had  no  bearing  on 
the  selection  of  technical  officers  for  the  Naval  Service.  This 
impression  undoubtedly  gained  further  strength  when  the 
•  selections  of  technical  officers  were  announced. 

Under  these  conditions  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  main¬ 
tain  interest  in  the  unit. 

Training  was  completed  on  the  18th  of  March.  An  in¬ 
spection  and  paying  off  was  held  on  the  deck  of  H.M.C.S. 
Cataraqui.  Present  at  the  inspection  was  Dr.  R.  C.  Wallace, 
principal  of  Queen’s  University.  Also  invited,  but  unable  to 
attend,  were  Col.  G.  S.  Melvin  and  Squadron  Leader  H.  L. 
Tracy.  After  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremonies  on  the  deck, 
the  unit  was  entertained  at  a  theatre  party,  and  later  brought 
back  to  H.M.C.S.  Cataraqui  for  the  evening  meal.  Dean  Ellis 
was  guest  of  the  unit  on  this  occasion. 

The  Technical  Officer  Candidate  Selection  Board  has 
selected  ten  men  as  potential  technical  officers  and  eleven  men 
will  appear  before  the  board  for  selection  as  executive  officers.

This  session  student  athletic  activities  have  again  been 
confined  to  intramural  and  local  leagues. 

The  football  team  repeated  its  last  year’s  record  and  won 
the  City  Football  League  without  a  loss  although  the  opposi¬ 
tion  provided  by  the  military  teams  was  much  stronger  than 
previously. 

The  basketball  team  won  the  local  group  of  the  Eastern 
Ontario  Basketball  Association.  Both  the  football  and  basket¬ 
ball  teams  are  coached  by  one  of  our  former  intercollegiate 
stalwarts,  Mr.  “Bob”  Elliott. 

The  hockey  team  won  the  championship  of  the  City 
Hockey  League.  Twelve  games  were  played  altogether  and 
competition  was  so  keen  that  the  championship  was  not  estab¬ 
lished  until  the  final  game  had  been  played. 

In  the  intramural  series  there  were  very  large  entry  lists 
in  all  sports.  Competitions  in  football,  hockey,  basketball, 
track,  swimming,  cross  country,  boxing  and  wrestling,  bowl¬ 
ing,  table  tennis,  and  tennis  were  all  keenly  contested.  Medi¬ 
cine  ’48  accumulated  28,371  points  to  win  the  James  G.  Bews 
trophy  emblematic  of  the  intramural  sports  championship.

The  school  opened  on  January  5th  and  continued  until  the 
end  of  March.  The  attendance  was  much  better  than  that  of 
last  session  and  it  looks  as  though  we  had  passed  the  worst 
of  the  effects  of  the  war  on  attendance.  Captain  Barrett 
says  that  the  attendance  of  some  of  the  men  is  a  bit  irregular 
and  that  these  men  are  not  sufficiently  seized  with  the  im¬ 
portance  of  making  the  most  of  their  exceptional  opportunity 
for  self-improvement  through  the  facilities  of  the  school. 
The  new  requirement  of  a  knowledge  of  Morse  signalling 
takes  so  much  time  that  unless  the  men  give  their  time  almost 
exclusively  to  the  work,  they  can  hardly  expect  to  pass  the 
examinations. 

Many  of  these  men  have  rather  insufficient  elementary 
training  to  cover  the  work  easily  and,  too,  they  have  but  little 
experience  in  study.  This  makes  their  progress  a  little  slow 
and  unless  there  is  real  determination  to  make  up  for  their 
deficiencies,  they  have  a  hard  time.  The  war  too,  makes  them 
a  little  restless  but  on  the  whole  the  session  has  been  a  success¬ 
ful  one. 

Eye-sight  and  hearing  tests  for  pilots  were  held  on  Janu¬ 
ary  12th  and  about  forty  men  presented  themselves  for  this 
examination.  Pilots  must  submit  to  this  test  annually. 

During  the  summer,  school  calendars  as  well  as  letters 
were  sent  to  as  many  men  as  we  thought  might  be  interested, 
with  good  results,  and  the  experiment  of  getting  in  contact 
with  men  who  might  profit  by  work  at  the  school  will  be 
repeated  next  summer. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  about  thirty  of  the  men  who 
have  attended  the  school  in  recent  years  are  in  the  armed 
services.  Three  are  known  to  be  in  charge  of  R.C.N.  ships. 
Three  men  took  the  work  of  the  school  while  taking  their 
course  in  medicine  and  these  are  all  in  the  armed  services. 
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Since  1919  630  men  have  attended  the  school.  Of  these 
331  have  Government  certificates,  68  have  the  Queen’s 
diploma;  58  pilot’s  certificates  have  been  issued  and  482  have 
taken  annual  eye-sight  and  hearing  tests.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALMA  MATER  SOCIETY 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  for  the 
Alma  Mater  Society  for  the  session  1943-44. 

The  officers  of  the  society  were  elected  in  the  spring  of 
1943  and  thus  were  able  to  assume  their  duties  immediately 
upon  returning  to  Queen’s  in  the  fall. 

The  freshmen’s  reception  was  held  in  Grant  Hall  this 
year  on  two  nights  in  order  to  provide  a  more  pleasant  even¬ 
ing  for  the  first  year  men  and  women.  However,  this  together 
with  a  year  dance,  made  three  social  evenings  in  one  week. 
On  the  advice  of  the  social  functions  committee,  the  Alma 
Mater  Society  decided  to  limit  the  corresponding  week’s  ac¬ 
tivities  next  year  to  one  reception  to  end  at  11.30  p.m.  and 
one  open  house  on  the  Saturday  evening  to  end  at  the  same 
time. 

The  three  major  undergraduate  publications  were  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  society.  Who's  Where  at  Queen's,  a  combined 
students’  directory  and  handbook,  was  published  in  the  fall. 
Although  the  editor  had  all  the  material  for  the  directory 
ready  comparatively  early,  delays  in  printing  resulted  in  a 
late  issue  again  this  year.  The  financial  statement  showed  a 
profit  of  over  $30.  There  were  forty  editions  of  the  Queen's 
Journal  with  an  extra  News  Sheet  still  to  be  issued  at  this 
time  of  writing.  This  extra  edition  was  designed  to  give  the 
students  details  concerning  Colour  Night,  the  new  A.M.S. 
executive,  and  any  other  news  that  would  be  important  to 
them.  The  financial  statement  of  the  Journal  is  expected  to 
show  a  profit.  The  Tricolor  has  had  its  format  changed  con¬ 
siderably  this  year.  The  most  important  alteration  has  been 
the  addition  of  a  news  section  which  should  be  of  interest  to 
all  students.  With  this  new  section  it  is  hoped  that  sales  to 
undergraduates  will  increase  and  make  the  book  more  stable 
financially.  It  is  not  expected  that  The  Tricolor  will  be  issued 
before  the  first  of  May.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  The  Tri¬ 
color  will  again  show  a  profit. 
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In  the  fall  the  Alma  Mater  Society  decided  to  raise  money 
for  a  Red  Cross  mobile  blood  donor  clinic.  A  total  of  $837.00 
was  collected  by  various  means,  chief  of  which  was  an  ice 
carnival  sponsored  by  the  A.M.S.  The  carnival  was  such  a 
success  as  entertainment  for  the  spectators  and  experience 
for  the  participants  that  many  students  are  already  looking 
forward  to  next  year’s  carnival.  The  officials  of  the  Jock 
Harty  arena  are  to  be  thanked  for  their  splendid  cooperation. 

The  society  was  fortunate  in  securing  Dr.  Max  Yergan, 
executive  director  of  the  Council  on  African  Affairs,  as  its 
lecturer.  His  address,  Racial  Minorities  and  the  Atlantic 
Charter,  given  in  Grant  Hall  was  well  received  by  a  good 
student  turnout. 

During  the  year  more  than  seven  hundred  voluntary 
blood  donations  were  given  by  students  and  staff  of  Queen’s 
University.  Dr.  E.  M.  Boyd,  supervisor  of  the  campaign,  and 
the  students  who  helped  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their 
splendid  work. 

Colour  Night,  which  must  be  held  after  all  athletic  ac¬ 
tivities  have  stopped,  took  place  in  Ban  High  common  room 
at  the  end  of  March.  Dr.  J.  H.  Orr,  honorary  president  of 
the  Alma  Mater  Society,  presented  the  athletic  and  extra¬ 
curricular  awards.  A  supper  prepared  by  members  of  Levana 
completed  a  very  pleasant  evening. 

There  were  three  minor  amendments  to  the  constitution 
approved  at  the  annual  meeting.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting 
the  new  president  of  the  society,  Mr.  Bill  Cornett,  senior 
representative  of  the  Aesculapian  Society,  was  introduced  to 
the  students. 

The  attendance  at  the  executive  meetings  was  83%.  I 
should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  executive  for  their 
help  and  cooperation,  and  also  those  members  of  staff  who 
assisted  us  through  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

On  loan  to  the  Wartime  Bureau  of  Technical  Personnel 
at  Ottawa  since  1941,  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association  was  recalled  midway  through  the  year. 
Gordon  J.  Smith,  director  of  endowment,  who  had  supervised 
the  activities  of  the  alumni  and  employment  offices  in  the  in¬ 
terim,  was  thereby  freed  to  devote  full  time  to  his  own  im¬ 
portant  duties.  In  appreciation  of  his  valued  assistance,  Mr. 
Smith  was  given  an  honorary  life  membership  in  the  associa¬ 
tion  at  the  annual  meeting  on  October  15. 

Alumni  Statistics 

There  are  now  10,285  living  Queen’s  graduates.  By  facul¬ 
ties  these  are  as  follows :  arts,  5956 ;  commerce,  518 ;  medicine, 
1826;  science,  2354;  theology  102;  honorary,  192.  Of  these 
663  hold  degrees  in  more  than  one  faculty.  The  number  of 
deceased  graduates  is  2499. 

On  Active  Service 

Two  thousand,  one  hundred  and  four  graduates  and  form¬ 
er  students  are  on  active  service,  at  home  and  abroad.  The 
casualties  include  sixty-six  dead,  or  officially  presumed  dead; 
seven  missing,  and  eighteen  prisoners-of-war. 

The  faculties  are  represented  as  follows:  arts,  672; 
science,  728;  medicine,  474;  commerce,  180;  theology,  22; 
extramural,  13;  members  of  staff  (exclusive  of  nine  in  faculty 
totals),  13;  honorary  graduates,  2.  The  arts  total  includes  52 
alumnae. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  service  records  of 
alumni  up  to  date.  As  soon  as  an  enlistment  is  reported,  the 
person’s  family  is  written  to  for  complete  details  and  these 
are  kept  on  file,  together  with  newspaper  clippings,  letters 
and  any  other  additional  information  that  may  be  received. 
The  Military  Records  section  takes  the  full  time  of  one  girl 
and  part  time  of  all  other  staff  members. 
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Off  icers  and  Board  of  Directors 

The  officers  of  the  association  for  the  current  year  are: 
president,  A.  C.  Hanley,  Sc.  ’18,  Kingston;  first  vice-president, 
H.  G.  Bertram,  Sc.  ’10,  Dundas;  second  vice-president,  Dr. 
J.  H.  Orr,  Med.  ’23,  Kingston.  These  officers,  together  with 
the  three  past  presidents,  eighteen  other  elected  or  appointed 
members,  and  the  presidents  of  the  branches,  compose  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Four  retiring  members  of  the  board  were  returned  to 
office  for  the  ensuing  three-year  period  and  one  new  member 
was  elected  in  the  annual  ballot  of  the  association,  which 
closed  on  September  28.  There  were  sixteen  nominees.  Those 
re-elected  were  Dr.  E.  L.  Bruce,  Sc.  ’09,  Arts  ’ll,  Kingston; 
Dr.  W.  G.  Cornett,  Arts  ’18,  Med.  ’21,  Hamilton;  C.  S.  Gibson, 
Sc.  ’22,  Timmins;  and  Dr.  W.  A.  Mackintosh,  Arts  ’16,  Ottawa. 
The  newcomer  to  the  board  was  Rev.  Dr.  A.  D.  Matheson, 
Arts  ’12,  Theol.  ’16,  Quebec  City. 

M  ember  ship 

The  paid-up  membership  at  the  end  of  March  was  1730, 
an  increase  of  more  than  two  hundred  over  the  previous  year, 
and  constituting  a  new  record.  At  the  end  of  the  1942-43 
year  (September  30,  1943)  the  membership  had  been  1644 — 
a  decrease  of  three  per  cent  from  that  of  the  preceding  twelve 
months. 

There  are  eighty-seven  life  members.  Of  these,  thirteen 
have  joined  within  the  past  year,  a  record  for  such  period. 
In  addition  there  are  eleven  deceased. 

Branches 

There  are  now  thirty-six  branches  of  the  association — 
thirty-two  in  Canada,  three  in  the  United  States,  and  one  in 
Africa.  Three  new  branches  were  formed  during  the  past 
year.  These  and  their  presidents  are:  Nova  Scotia,  Dr.  Ernest 
Hess,  Arts’  25,  Halifax;  St.  Maurice  Valley,  Dr.  W.  E.  Barker, 
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Arts  ’28 ;  Shawinigan  Falls,  Que. ;  and  Saguenay,  A.  T.  Cairn- 
cross,  Sc.  ’31,  Arvida,  Que.  All  three  fill  a  long-felt  need  in 
their  respective  communities. 

The  Montreal  Medal,  awarded  annually  by  the  Montreal 
branch  for  “meritorious  contribution  to  the  honour  of  Queen’s 
University”  was  presented  in  1943  to  Vice-Principal  McNeill. 

The  Queen’s  Review 

The  Review  was  published  monthly  throughout  the  year 
with  the  exception  of  May,  July  and  September.  Articles  of 
special  interest  to  alumni  were  featured,  as  well  as  a  month- 
by-month  summary  of  university  and  student  news,  reports 
of  branch  activities  and  personal  notes  about  alumni.  Par¬ 
ticular  attention  was  paid  to  news  of  graduates  and  former 
students  on  active  service. 

The  net  cost  of  the  Revieio  for  the  twelve  months  ending 
March  31  was  $870.33.  The  circulation  was  maintained  at 
5,000. 

Annual  and  Directors’  Meetings 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  was  held  on  Octo¬ 
ber  15,  and  the  special  speaker  was  retiring  Dean  John  Mathe- 
son,  who  spoke  on  Then  and  Noiv  Among  Queen’s  Students. 
The  regular  fall  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  was  held 
the  same  day. 

The  Employment  Service 

Curtailed  by  wartime  manpower  controls,  nevertheless 
the  Employment  Service  is  still  able  to  function  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  student,  graduate  and  employer.  Even  where  al¬ 
lowed  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  only,  the  service  can 
render  valuable  assistance. 

Under  existing  regulations,  science  students  may  accept 
only  such  permanent  or  summer  employment  as  carries  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  of  Labour.  No  such  student  may 
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solicit  or  accept  employment  without  his  consent ;  and  no  em¬ 
ployer  may  negotiate  with  or  engage  such  a  student  without 
similar  consent.  However,  open  permits  were  issued  at  King¬ 
ston  to  all  such  students  to  seek  employment  and  any  essential 
work  was  readily  approved.  There  was  not  nearly  so  much 
freedom  in  the  case  of  non-technical  students,  as  they  were 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  National  Selective  Service 
office  in  their  home  area. 

Because  the  armed  forces  were  able  to  announce  their 
selections  for  technical  appointments  at  a  much  earlier  date 
this  year,  employment  of  final-year  students  in  pure  and 
applied  science  was  easier  to  arrange.  Twelve  companies 
sent  personnel  officers  to  the  university,  and,  while  this  num¬ 
ber  was  far  below  pre-war  levels,  it  was  an  encouraging 
sign. 

Wartime  Bureau  of  Technical  Personnel 

The  secretary-treasurer  serves  as  honorary  regional  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  Wartime  Bureau  of  Technical  Personnel. 
In  this  capacity  he  is  a  link  with  Ottawa  for  industries  and 
technical  personnel  in  the  Kingston  area. 

Publicity 

On  behalf  of  the  university,  343  news  items  concerning 
Queen’s  students  were  sent  out  to  various  newspapers  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States.

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REPORT  OF  THE  QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY  ALUMNAE 

ASSOCIATION 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Queen’s 
Alumnae  Association  for  the  year  1943-44. 

The  reports  from  the  nine  branches  of  our  association 
show  that  all  of  our  members  are  actively  engaged  in  war 
work.  Many  of  them  are  contributing  to  community  efforts 
and  projects  by  studying  such  problems  as  housing,  public 
health,  and  education — problems  sharpened  by  the  exigencies 
of  the  war. 

We  have  been  able  again  this  year  to  finance  a  war  guest, 
Miss  Diana  Allen,  who  has  been  in  residence  at  Ban  Righ  Hall. 

The  Marty  memorial  scholarship  fund  has  not  yet  reached 
the  $30,000  (30  thousand)  mark.  Our  objective  is  $35,000. 
Because  of  the  maturing  of  the  higher  interest  bearing  bonds 
and  the  possibility  of  finding  only  those  bearing  lower  in¬ 
terest,  3%,  for  reinvestment,  our  investment  treasurer,  Mrs. 
R.  E.  Dowsett  advises  us  that  it  is  most  desirable  to  reach 
our  objective  of  $35,000  as  soon  as  possible.  The  record  of 
past  holders  of  this  scholarship  shows  that  this  is  a  most 
worthwhile  project. 

The  Marty  scholarship  was  awarded  this  year  to  Miss 
Ellen  Thibaudeau,  M.A.  of  Fort  William,  an  honour  graduate 
of  Queen’s,  in  English,  who  plans  to  study  at  Radcliffe. 

Miss  Kathleen  Butcher,  who  held  the  Marty  memorial 
scholarship  for  1943-44  has  been  awarded  the  senior  scholar¬ 
ship  of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University  Women.  This 
is  the  fourth  Queen’s  graduate  and  holder  of  a  Marty  Mem¬ 
orial  Foundation  to  have  this  award. 

The  highlight  of  the  annual  meeting  was  the  report  of 
our  Dean  of  Women,  Dr.  A.  V.  Douglas.  This  report  reflected 
in  every  sentence  her  interest,  enthusiasm,  and  untiring  ef¬ 
forts  for  the  welfare  and  development  of  our  women  students. 
Dean  Douglas  pointed  out  to  us  the  imperative  need  for  ex- 
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tending  residence  facilities  to  a  greater  number  of  women 
students.  We  are  convinced  that  a  union  centre  for  men  and 
women  students,  and  members  of  faculty  should  be  a  part 
of  the  postwar  building  plan. 

We  are  deeply  gratified  to  learn  of  the  splendid  work 
done  by  Dr.  Margaret  Gibb  in  establishing  French  as  a  living 
language  at  Macdonnell  House,  and  believe  that  all  honour 
women  students  in  French  ought  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity. 

The  question  of  affiliation  with  the  General  Alumni  As¬ 
sociation  is  now  under  consideration. 

Our  association  was  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Local  Council  of  Women  and  at  the  Triennial  of  the 
Canadian  Federation  of  University  Women,  at  which  meeting 
Dr.  Ursula  Macdonnell,  a  Queen’s  graduate,  was  elected  presi¬ 
dent.  We  are  also  affiliated  with  the  Canadian  Women’s 
Committee  on  International  Relations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  ENDOWMENT 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
on  March  31,  1944. 

Needs  of  University 

An  up-to-the-minute  revision  of  the  financial  needs  of 
Queen’s,  made  during  the  summer  of  1943,  showed  that  the 
university  urgently  required  the  sum  of  approximately 
$5,000,000  in  order  adequately  to  maintain  its  present  ser¬ 
vices,  plant  and  equipment,  and  to  provide  for  the  greatly 
extended  demands  that  would  inevitably  be  made  upon  it  at 
the  end  of  the  war. 

The  needs  were  summarized  as  follows: 

For  endowment,  the  sum  of  $3,000,000.  Falling  interest 
rates  had  depleted  the  income  from  existing  endowment  to 
such  an  extent  that  $1,000,000  of  capital  was  required  to 
restore  the  revenue  from  this  source  to  its  former  total.  A 
further  capital  sum  of  $2,000,000  was  needed  to  provide  in¬ 
come  for  increased  teaching  services  and  research,  and  to 
supplement  the  pension  fund. 

For  buildings,  the  sum  of  $2,000,000.  The  most  pressing 
building  needs  included  a  students’  union  and  men’s  residence, 
a  mechanical  engineering  building,  an  extension  to  the  chem¬ 
istry  building,  and  an  extension  to  the  mining  and  metallurgy 
building.  A  new  administration  building  and  an  extension  to 
the  main  women’s  residence  had  already  been  largely  provided 
for. 

Solicitation  of  Assistance 

To  meet  these  special  needs,  an  intensive  effort  was  made 
late  in  1943  and  early  in  1944  to  obtain  assistance  from  a 
number  of  Canadian  corporations  and  private  individuals  who 
might  be  disposed  to  help  Queen’s  under  the  taxation  exemp¬ 
tion  regulations  which  then  prevailed. 
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As  shown  by  the  figures  given  below,  the  campaign  met 
with  considerable  success.  A  number  of  very  substantial  gifts 
were  obtained,  with  the  intimation  in  some  cases  that  further 
help  of  a  similar  sort  might  be  forthcoming  in  future  years. 
A  further  pleasing  feature  was  the  discovery  of  the  high 
regard  in  which  Queen’s  was  held  by  all  the  companies  and 
individuals  approached,  and  of  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the 
corporations  fully  realized  the  value  of  our  Canadian  uni¬ 
versities  and  were  deeply  concerned  with  their  welfare.  Al¬ 
though  philanthropic  contributions  by  Canadian  companies 
are  no  longer  exempt  from  taxation  to  the  degree  that  they 
were  prior  to  February  1,  1944,  it  is  felt  that  further  assist¬ 
ance  can  still  be  obtained  from  this  source,  and  it  is  planned 
to  continue  the  appeal. 

In  this  special  effort,  the  chancellor,  the  principal,  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  chairman  of  the 
endowment  committee  took  a  prominent  part.  They  were 
given  enthusiastic  and  valuable  support  by  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  University  Council  and  the  endowment 
committee,  as  well  as  by  alumni  committees  and  individual 
alumni  in  various  centres.  To  all  who  lent  their  aid,  the 
university  is  much  indebted. 

The  regular  appeals  to  the  alumni  for  their  continued 
assistance  were  made  direct  from  the  endowment  office 
throughout  the  year  and,  as  also  indicated  by  the  figures 
below,  met  with  a  moderate  amount  of  success.  Many  gradu¬ 
ates,  however,  are  finding  it  extremely  difficult  under  the 
present  high  taxation  to  help  their  alma  mater  as  frequently 
or  as  generously  as  they  would  wish.  The  large  number  of 
younger  graduates  now  serving  in  the  armed  forces  has  also 
tended  to  reduce  the  total  amount  of  help  that  normally  might 
be  expected  from  alumni  sources. 

Benefactions  during  Year 

The  grants,  gifts  and  bequests  received  by  the  university 
for  endowment,  building  or  maintenance  purposes  from 
April  1,  1943,  to  March  31,  1944,  are  recorded  in  summary 
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and  in  detail  below.  Those  in  the  form  of  cash  or  securities, 
and  which  the  university  is  at  liberty  to  report,  totalled 
$1,694,911.94,  as  against  $434,564.77,  $449,980.65,  $383,523.68 
and  $321,999.47  in  the  four  years  immediately  preceding. 

It  is  regretted  that  lack  of  space  precludes  the  individual 
listing  of  the  many  contributors  who  gave  sums  under  $25. 
Their  help,  however,  is  no  less  sincerely  appreciated.  For 
all  the  benefactions  that  have  come  to  her  during  the  past 
year — from  alumni  and  other  private  individuals,  from  cor¬ 
porations,  and  from  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  govern¬ 
ments — Queen’s  is  deeply  grateful.
